VICKSBURG. 
THE DISEASE SPREADING. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Vickspure, Miss., Aug. 30.— There is no 
abatement in the fever in this city. On the 
contrary, it is steadily increasing and spreading 
all over the place. Localities that were thought 
to be secure are now the scenes of death and 
mourning. Where or when it will stop there is 
no telling. Telegrams received here to-day 
state that six cases and two deaths had occurred 
at Delphi, La., a small place on the Vicksburg, 
Shreveport & Texas Railroad, about thirty-five 
miles from this city. Cases are reported as 
making their appearance a few miles distant 
from town, which have been occupied by refu- 
gees. 

.. THERE IS NO PLACE SAFE. 

Almost every day reports reach us of death 
persons who left for safety, and went to dis 
cities and country localities. It has got 
be very difficult, and in some sections impos- 


sible, for any person to get entertainment along | 


the roads. The country peopie are much more 
panic-stricken than those of the cities. I have 
known travelers on horseback to leave the main 
road and ride out half a mile through the woods 
rather than meet a vebicle of any kind 
that they had reason to believe was 
from Vicksburg. A few miles from 
town a person died of the fever, and by the 
time the body was fairly out of the house 
THE BUILDING WAS FIRED, 

and everything in it consumed. One of the 
men who went out for the body to bring it to 
town, while going to the cistern to get a drink 
of water. was met by; a party with a shotgun 
and ordered off. This shows to what a state of 
feeling some of the country people have allowed 
themselves to be wrought. 

The numder of new cases for the past twen- 
ty-four hours is 160, and interments for the 
same time thirteen. A tremendous heavy rain- 
fall this afternoon. 

The tents sent by the Government arrived 
here this morning. 

Furtber generous contributions have been re- 
ceived from Philadeiphia, New York, Boston, 
and other points. Liverpool also sends $1,000. 

MEMPHIS. 
UNFAVORABLE FOR THE SICK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Aug. 30.—To-day the tem- 
perature has been low and the weather damp, 
conditions favorable to the spread of the dis- 
ease and unfavorable to those who are sick. 
Seventy-two new cases bave been reported, but 
adding the cases found by physicians who failed 
to report, the list will exceed 100. Among the 
sick are Sister Josepha at St. Peter’s Orphan 
Asylum, two children of ex-Mayor Loague, the 
Kev. A. Thomas, pastor of the Free German 
Protestant Church, and Dr. F. M. Dickinson. 
H. 8. Londrum, city editor of the Avalanche, 
was taken sick to-night. Fred A. Brennan, city 
editor of the Appeal, who has been very bad, is 
reported improving. 

The Telegraphers’ Retief Association opened 
their infirmary this morning, and have already 
one of their cots occupied. 

In the past twenty-four hours several physi- 
cians from Southern citics have arrived, and 
joined the medical corps of the Howard Associa- 
tion. 

A numder of negroes are down with fever 
who have never been revorted, for the reason 
that a physician was not called.

DR. CHOPPIN’S THEORY. 
@pecial Dispaich to The Tribune. 

New Orveans, Aug. 30.—Dr. Choppin, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Health, published a ro- 
markable statement at the last meeting, wherein, 
after recapitulating the history of the present 
epidemic, he says: “I betieve that yellow fever 
is an exotic; that its germ is a living organism, 
and reproduces itself. It multiplies itseif first 
on the surfaces, and then in the atmosphere, 
until it becomes epidemic. Ycllow fever is a 
self-limited disease, like all specific diseases. It 
must run its course, and nothing that we know 
of can stop its progress. Like scarlet fever, 
measles, small-pox, cholera, etc., it will go on 
unchecked as long as the poison is in the 
system. The nervous system I believeto be the 
receptacies of the poison, then through the in- 
fluence on the nervous system tissue changes 
occur, which produce disorganization and death 
until it is checked. We know of nothing in the 
way of remedies which will check the disease. 
1 know of none. Every kind of treatment meets 
with about equal success. Of course, common 
sense in the application of the treatment will do 
more than could be attained without its exhibi- 
tion, yet we are at a loss to know how to check 
the ravages of the fever when it attacks the

Where the patients are weil cared 
for, he says, ninety-five out of a hundred recov- 
er. He states that the newspaper accounts are 
not exaggerated, and that all the horrors at- 
tending the plague can never be told.

ATLANTA. 
A PANIC IN THE GEORGIAN CITY. 
Atlanta (Ga.) Constilution, 

Un the train from Chattanooga which arrived 
in Atlanta at 10 o’clock on Ihursday night last 
there was found a passenger who had fallen 
suddenly fll. Ashe hailed from Memphis, an 
alarm was at once raised upou the train to the 
effect that the man was sick with vellow-fever. 
The man was at once isolated, and in that man- 
ner brought on to the city. Upon the arrival of 
the train be was assisted out upon the platform 
and left there. Several persons approached 
him, but had no desire to linger when the in- 
timation was made that he had the yellow-fever. 
Thus virtually abandoned and helpless, he re- 
mained in the depot more than an hour, when 
some one went in search of a physician. Dr. J. 
G. Westmoreland was found at bis office on 
Lloyd street, and at once went tothe relief of 
the stricken stravger. Dr. Westmoreland 
found him lying upon the platform and 
suffering from a raging lever, having 
all the symptoms of yellow-fever. At 
once Dr. Westmoreland had the man removed 
to the Fultoo House, on Lloyd street. The 
doctor explained to the landiady tne condition 
of the sick mau, and the necessity of his having 
a bed and shelter. Sbe kindly consented to ad- 
mit the patient, and he remaimed over night, at- 
tended by Dr. Westmoreland. When the board- 
ers in the Fulton House learned of what had 
occurred they gave unmistakable signs of panic, 
and insisted upou the immediate removal of the 
sick man. The matter became so urgent that 
the landlady was compelled to yield and to re- 
quire the change. Dr. Westmoreland and two 
others made search throughout the city for ac- 
commodations for the sick man, but after sever- 
al hours of earnest pleading were unsucceasful. 
No one would permit the introduction of the 
sufferer under bis roof. Ur. Westmoreland 
even went to the trouble of hiring a vacant 
room upon a floor that had been long un 
occupied, but when it was learned that he 
designed to put his patient therein an 
entrance was refused. Nonplussed at this 
treatment, Dr. Westmoreland determined to 
faithfully remain by agd care for this unfor- 
tunate, thrown, as by l’rovidence, upon his u- 
manity. He at once arranged for him a bed in 
the rear room of his Lioyd-street office, and re- 
moved the. patient to a comfortable position 
there. During the day the Doctor gave him 
almost constant attention, and has arranged to 
see him properly nursed. Ihe young man is 
named Brand, is from Logansville, in Gwinnett 
County, Ga. He is a stone-cutter by trade, and 
went to Memphis to work there. He remained 
after the fever broke out. He lived in the 
most infected part of the city, and, becoming 
alarmed at the multiplying deaths, determined 
to return home. En route be was stricken with 
lever. When the news became dissemmated, it 
was proposed by some persons to remove the 
patient, but the brave old doctor remarked to a 
reporter, who indutred about bis patient: “ He 
is here, and will not be taken out until he is 
cured or dead, unless he is taken out over my 
dead body! At the last accounts the patient 
was doing well, and the probabilities are that 
he will recover.

HY DROPATHY. 
THE NARRATIVE OF A PEKSONAL EXPERIENCE. 
Cincinnati Times. 

Last Sunday an officer of the regular army 
gave the writer a vivid account of his ex- 
perience with the yellow fever in 1853, in 
Louisiana, and the treatment he resorted to. 
The story is told in almost his own words: 

“IT went to bed one night in my usual good 
health. When | woke, in the morning, I felt 
as if I had been poisoned. I-wWas dull and list- 
less, and had no appetite. At breakfast I ate 
nothing at all, and felt no better for not eating. 
When dinner-time came, I was still witbout 
any appetite, and ate nothing. In the 
afternoon, about 5 o’clock, I met ou 
the street, Dr. Smith, afterwards the Surgeon- 
General of Kirby Smith’s army, and then 
one of the best physicians in the State. 
said to him, Doctor, | have the vellow fever.“ 
He looked at me, and asked to see my tongue, 
felt of my pulse, and said. Nonsense; you may 
have a little malaria, that’s all.’ ‘No.’ I said, 
Doctor, I have the yellow fever.’ *Well,’ be 
replied, I have to go out to Hickman’s this 
afternoon. That is twenty miles away. He has 
just been taken down with the fever. I Will be 
back some time to-morrow forenoon, and then 
do what I can for you.’ Meantime he left me 
some directions to follow in case the fever should 
develop, as | feared. 

That night | took no supper, and went to 
bed without having eaten a mouthful during 
the day. The next morning 1 felt worse than 
the day before, and it occurred to me mv troubie 
might be /owing to want of food. Sol hada 
dish of gruei prepared, and took two spoonfuls. 
I don’t exaggerate at all when | say that in two 
minutes {| Was ip a burning, raging fever. The 
poison had something to feed upon, and itraged 
Wich trightiul vehemence. 

»The Doctor did not return until the after- 
noon, and when he saw me he looked gloomy 
enough. He directed me to go to bed aud have 
mustard applied, and hot-water baths. I said, 
‘Doctor, I don’t believe in a man's being a phy- 
sician in his own case. But I have studied this 
disease, and have a theory in regard to it, form- 
ed when | was in good health. Nota single 
unacclimated map has lived who has been treat- 
ed u the old way. I shali fare no worse under 
my treatment, m any event, than! should un- 
der yours. Sol am going to try my method,’ 
Very weil,’ said the Doctor, Iwill get you 
old Sylva, the best nurse there is in the parish,’ 
Then he gave me medicine to act on my bowels, 
and left me. The dose acted after a time, and 
then I waited for Sylva. 

At 7 o'clock that night the nurse came, and 
I directed her to bring a tub of cold water to 
my room. Then I stripped, and bad her apply 
a wet sheet to mv back whiie I applied one to 
my tront. Then I waited a few minutes until 
the reaction set in, and then took to the bed, 
wrapning myself well up in blankets. This 
treatment 1 continued tor five hours. Some- 
times the sheets would remain on me for an 
hour and a half, sometimes tor not more thah 
fifteen minutes. Whenever I felt that they had 
ceased to do their work I had new ones applied. 
As the sheets came from me Sylva said, Look. 
mas'r, they are all streakea with yellow.’ I 
could feel the poison going out from me, and

had been continued long enough. A nausea 


was about to setin. I went to bed 
mediately fell into a sound, sweet sleep, which 
lasted for four hours. I awoke feeling weak, 
r From that 
e on 7 

On the fifth day 1 was so far recovered that 
I was down at the dinner table. It happened 
that there was some trouble between two men 
at the hotel, and while at dinner I heard a 
couple of pistol shots. On leaving the dining- 
room, | sawa man lying dead in the ball, the 
blood slowly oozing from a wound in the breast. 
I went over toa cigar store near by, and told 
what I bad just seen. A man sitting there said 
‘you ought aot to have seen that, just recover- 
ing as you are trom yellow fever, You may 
have arelapse.’ The sight of blood does not 
ordinarily affect me, and I replied I thought 
there was no danger. That evening I had to 
take the boat to Shreveport, on business. Go- 
ing up | felt the fever coming on me again. and 
at Shreveport I was again attacked. This time 
the fever lasted ſor twelve days. I resorted to 
precisely the same treatment as before, and got 
through. I was the only unacclimated person 
‘that year in Alexandria who had the fever and 
lived, and the only one, acclimated or unac- 
climated, who had a relapse, and survived it. 

“The yellow fever,” the officer went on to 
say. Is ap honest disease, with a le crisis. 
When it gets into a mam, it tries him thor- 
oughly, and to the uttermost. The poison goes 
into every part of his system, seeking out the 
weak spot. Generally a man feels well the fifth 
day after the fever has attacked him. The pa- 
tient thinks he is going to get well. Suddenly 
he feels a weakness in the brain, or the lungs, 
or the heart, or the stomach, or elsewhere, and 
before twenty-four hours has elapsed he is a 
dead man. The trouble is with the ordinar 
treatment that one does not take it in time. It 
must be fought from the start, before a man’s 
strength is utterly prostrated. I had come to 
this conclusion after seeing @ great many cases, 
and my treatment was founded upon my own 
observations. 

My case was considered a very remarkable 
one, and Dr. Smith received many congratula- 
tions on his success. It isn’t my case,’ the 
Doctor used to reply, it is my patient's. The 
Doctor admitted that ne would not dare to try 
the treatment in other cases, lest, if it failed, he 
would receive great blame. Nevertheless, I 
believe if it were resorted to in other instances 
it would save lives that are lost under ofsliuary 
treatment.“

YELLOW JACK IN THE ROLE OF THIEP-TAKER. 

New Urieans Times, 4 . 2. 

James Rogers, alias Brady, died yesterday of 
the fever. Rogers, about two months ago, was 
arrested by Capt. Gill and Special M. Hennes- 
sey, charged with complicity in numberiess rob- 
beries; but, as there was not sufficient evidence 
to convict him, he wag discharged. He was im- 
mediately rearrested and committed for thirty 
days as a dangerous and suspicious character. 
On bis release he was again arrested and ag ain 
sent down for thirty days, but, after serving a 
portion of the time, signified his readiness to 
leave the city if set at liberty. Special Heu- 
neseey put him on the train and saw him off, 
but within a few days he was back again at his 
usual haunts. For the second time he was 
escorted to the train, and the police congratu- 
lated themselves ov getting him out of the way. 
But, it appears, be jumped the train and walked 
back to bis room on Rampart near Girod street, 
where he kept snug. There he was taken with 
the fever, and yesterday he died. The girl who 
calls herself his wife, and who stood by him 
through all his troubles, was with him to the 
last. 

SELFISHNESS AS MUCH AS DREAD, 

The strict quarantine of many Southern towns 
seems in some cases almost as much because of 
selfishness as dread of yellow fever, and New 
Orleang not unnaturally complains. Mobile, 
for instance, cut off New Orleans freights by 
rail, though allowing them by water, in order to 
appropriate tbe cotton business in Alabama to 
itself; and Galveston is charged with fencing in 
New Orleans, to play into the hands of St. 
Louis. In the smaller towns, also, the local 
merchants have favored quarantine, ju order 
that they might charge more for the stock on 
hand; but in some instances their penny-wise 
policy has almost brought the community to 
starvation prices and suppiies. New Orleans 
treasures up these slights, aud in one instance 
the payment of a draft from Vicksburg was re- 
fused, on the ground that, having severed 
business-communication, it bas no right to draw 
money from New Orleans with which to trade 
al St. Louis.

Dr. F. J. Hayes, an eminent old-time yellow- 
fever physician, and resident of New Orleans. 
declares his ability to acclimate the buman sys- 
tem in four days, so as to render it utterly in- 
vulnerabie to pestilential attack. Four medical 
doses are adminixtered, not as essentials, but as 
reserve forces to make prevention doubly sure. 
The main treatment consists of hygienic obsery- 
ance, a privation of food, a free exposure to the 
open air, and a respite from laborious exertion 
for afew days. In connection with this it may 
be observec, as a noteworthy circumstance, that 
yellow-fever has but once in a hundred years in- 
yaded the precincts of the New Orleans Parish 
Prison. The conditions of life imposed on the 
intnates partake much of the character of Dr. 
Hayes’ remedy.

? SMUGGLING, 

HOW ITISCARRIED ON ON THE MEXICAN BOR- 
DER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoron, D. C., Aug. 30.—A Treasury 
official who was sent to examine the El Paso 
Customs District on the Rio Grande bas made 
a general report on the condition of affairs on 
the Mexican border which will attract attention. 
This officer maintains that smuggling is the 
normal condition of the inhabitants along both 
sides of the border, whether Texans or Mexican; 
that it is impossible to enforce the existing 
tariff laws of either country; and that the only 
real solution of existing complications isina 
reciprocity treaty with Mexico, if not absolute 
free trade. This agent has traveled from the 
Colorado River tothe Rio Grande. He thinks 
the presence of the army there is practically 
useless, as it cannot be used for a posse com- 
itatus, or participate in the quelling of local 
disturbances. The country, he reports, is 

THE SMUGGLERS’ PARADISE. 

Smuegling is the business of the people. 
There is no public sentiment opposed to it. 
Merchants openly sell goods that they know are 
to be delivered by pack-mules in Mexico. They 
arrange to receive goods, knowing that they 
have been smuggled into Texas. The customs 
authorities upon either side appear to have no 
conscience as to the international wrong of 
smuggliug, and countenance it by their silence. 
The agent considers that this condition of af- 
fairs shows the necessary dependence of the 
two countries upon each other, that products 
must be mutually interchanged, and that exist- 
ing tarilfs can never be enforced. 

The burdens of the Mexican tariff, He says, 
are particularly oppressive against this country, 
and Mexican Minister Zamacona, in his Western 
trip, might properly be called upon to explain 
some of the peculiarities of the Mexican Tariff 
law. The agent says that the Mexicans

and still drive an ancient Roman chariot with 
heavy wooden wheels, yet their tariff upon 
American carriages and wagons is from $66 to 
$396 each. The Mexicans export quantities of 
hides. vet the tax on boots aad shoes is from $7 
to $16.50 per dozen. Vast quantities of ammu- 
nition and arms are imported from the United 
States, yet the duty on powder is from 80 cents 
to $2 per pound. The Mexican tax upon Amer- 
ican cotton goods is in many cases more than 
the original cost, being from 11 cents to 34 
cents per square yard. :

WHISKY. 
WHY PEKIN CAN UNDERSEL! CHICAGO. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninetoy, D. C., Aug. 30.—Commissioner 
Raum has received a letter from the Special 
Ag nt sent to investigate the whisky distilleries 
at Pekin, and ascertain, if possible, why the 
Pekin distillers could undersell those at Chica- 
go. The officer reports that, after a careful in- 
vestigation of the subject, he is convinced that 
the Pekin distillers can legitimately undersell 
Chicago men without any fraud, for the reason 
that the townis smaller, and the expenses of 
all kinds are less, rents and labor both being 
cheaper. 

CINCINNATI. 

Commissioner Raum has also written a letter 
to the Cincinnati Collector and Special-Agent 
Mitchell, with regard to hot whisky. He directs 
a careful investigation into the entire subject. 
Collector Amos Smith seems to have notified 
the Department that Cincinnati distillers were 
able to sell their whisky so as to obtain pay for 
— — and a halt of spirits in each 
barrel in excess of the amount upon which tax 
was paid. Commissioner Raum thinks that if 
this is possible the Cincinnati distillers 
have an unjust and unwarranted advantage 
over apy in the country, and directs 
thai the question be examived. Special 
attention is directed to the inquiry, How is it 
possible for the rectifier to pay for a gallon and 
a half of spirits more than he ultimately re- 
ceives when the volume is correct? The revenue 
authorities are of opinion that this cannot be 
done honestiy, as the rectifier would reallv 
make an actual loss if all the regulations were 
obeyed. Revenue-Agent Mitchell is directed to 
co-operate with the Collector in diseovering the 
real facts in the matter. All rectifiers’ and dis- 
tillers’ bills are to be carefully examined, and 
special inquiries to be made whether the dis- 
tiliers have been refining packages.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA.

QUESTION UNDER THE CIVIL-SERVICE RULES. 

Judge Bennett, one of the Federal Judges of 
Dakota, baying aecepted the Republican nomi- 
nation for Delegate in Congress from that 
Territory, the question is presented whether, 
under a proper interpretation of the rules of 
Vivil-Service reform, he should not be required 
to tender his resignation. There are numerous 
aspirants for his place, nearly all of whom 
claim they have deen personally promised 
the first vacancy occurring in Territorial Judge- 
ships. The candidates for judicial honors all 
agree that no Judge should be permed to eu- 
gage actively in politics while holding his seat 
on the Bench, and the point taken is creating 
some embarrassment in official circles. Judge 
Bennett was recently acquitted by the Attorney- 
General, after due examination, of charges of 
malfeasance in office preferred by leading citi- 
zens and members of the Bar in the Biack Hilis 
region. His case was championed before the De- 
partment of Justice by the Hon. J. P. Kidder, 
the present Delegate in Congress, whom he has 
just defeated for renomination. This places 
both parties in an anomalous attitude. Gov. 
Kidder’s friends bere are chagrined over his 
failure to receive a nomination, claiming that 
under his political leadership aud management 
the Territory of Dakota has twice been rescued 
from representation in Congress by a Democrat, 
and that they fear the disputes and quarrels 
occurring in the Black Hills as likely to impair 
Judge Bennett’s chances for elechon. 

MOSBY. 

The President before leaving for his Western 
trip to-night signed the commission of Mosby, 
but not for the Consulate at Canton, the post- 
tion which be was last week tendered.

THE CORRESPONDENCE WHICH LED TO HIS 
RELEASE. 

Lonpon, Aug. 30.—The correspondence be- 
tween United States Minister Welsh and Lord 
Salisbury in regard to Condon, the Fenian, is 
published. Mr. Welsh, under date of Aug. 8, 
remiods Lord Salisbury that the United States 
has already preferred the prayer for the relief 
of Condon three times, and would doubticss 
continue to do so, but always most respectfully, 
until it is granted. The belief in the United 
States is that Condon, an ardent Irishman 
who served most honorably in the Amer 
can War, was a victim of circumstances 
in bis wrong-doing, and having been eleven 
years in prison, and learned wisdom, may well 
be restored to his family in the United States. 
Mr. Welsh concludes by saying he believes the 
release of Condon would be regarded by the 
President and Congress of the United States as 
a most friendly action. 

Lord Salisbury replied, Aug. 16, that the 
Cabivet bas carefully considered the request, 
and the fact that Condon’s bealth is suffering 
seriously, and bas been strongly moved to look 
upon the application in the most favorable light 
in consequence of its being one to which the 
President and Congress attach great im- 
portance. The Cabinet will, therefore, recom- 
mend her Majesty to remit the remainder of 
the sentence of Condon, and as a necessary 
consequence the remainder of the sentence of 
Meiody, convicted of the same offense, under 
such conditions as her Majesty may be pleased 
to prescribe, one of which will be the residence 
of the released prisoners outside the British 
dominions for the remainder of the sentence or 
for such shorter period as may be fixed.

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TEE INTERNATIONAL SILVER CONFER- 
ENCE. 


The International Monetary Conference at 
Paris has adjourned sine die, and it cannot be 
denied that the result is very different from 
what was expected by the American Con- 
gress with whom the idea originated. In 
point of attendance and dignity the Confer- 
ence was flattering enough to the United 
States Government which invited it. There 
were actually represented the United States, 
France, Great Britain; Belgium, Greece, 
Austro-Hungary, Italy, Holland, Russia, 
Switzerland, Sweden, and Norway. Ger- 
many alone was conspicuous in her refusal 
to take part in the discussion. But, notwith- 
standing the importance thus admitted to 
attach to the subject in hand, and in spite of 
the marked ability of a majority of the dele- 
gates, the conclusions reached by the Con- 
ference, with the concurrence of a majority 
of the European representatives, were utter- 
ly illogical and impotent. They may be stated 
as follows: 

1. It is of the utmost importance to all the 
world that the monetary function of silver 
shall be maintained as well as that of gold, 
and any universal departure from this po- 
sition will produce a frightful shock through- 
out the world. 

2. Nevertheless we recommend the Jaissez- 
aller policy, and advise that each nation 
regulate the matter for itself and in harmony 
with its own selfish ends, without any regard 
to the general interests that ought to be 
maintained or the danger that may be threat- 
ened. 

Even if Mr. Goscuen, the British delegate, 
had not formuiated these contradictory propo- 
sitions, as his concluding speech indicated, 
it might fairly be suspected that they were 
suggested by England. They agree entirely 
with the English commercial idea and the 
English foreign policy. It is to the adv an- 
tage of the English money-lenders to main- 
tain the single gold standard, if the mone- 
tary use of silver can be preserved else- 
where to an extent sufficient to avert 
the shock of a general disuse.. England, 
therefore, prefers to let the rest of the world 
take care of the general internation- 
al interest and to remain free to take 
any advantage for herself which the situa- 
tion may present. It is possible that Ger- 
many absented herself from the Conference 
in something like the same spirit, though 
mere obstinacy in carrying out the policy of 
demonetizing silver had some influence in 
her case. 

The Conference did not dare avoid the ad- 
mission that it is desirable to maintain the 
monetary use of silver as well as gold, for 
it is universally felt that a general demon- 
etization of silver and an effort to conduct 
the business of the world on the basis of 
gold alone would result in a universal panic 
and dismay such as tire world has never 
known. There would be a very convulsion 
in values, the limit and termination of which 
cannot be predetermined. Henco the mon- 
etary use of silver was approved in a gens ral 
way. Now the propositions submitted by 
the American delegates would have been in 
perfect accord with this general declaration. 


They were: 


reti is the opinion of this assembly that it 
is not desirable that silver be excluded from {free 
coinage in Europe and the United States. On the 
contrary, this assembly believes it to be desirable 
that an unrestrained coinage of silver and its use 
ax money of unlimited legal-tender should be re- 
tained where they exist, and, 4s far as practicable, 
restored where taey have ceased to exist. 

Second-—The use of both gold and silver as un- 
limited legal-tender money may be adopted, first, 
by equalizing them at a relation fixed by inter- 
national agreement, and, second, by granting to 
each metal ai the relation fixed equal terms of 
coinage, making no discrimination between them. 


The American programme would have 
precluded the general demonetization of 
silver which the Conference deprecated, and 
it is the only programme which will furnish 
an enduring guarantee against such a disas- 
ter. It is probable that Fance would readily 
have agreed to it, for M. Leow Say, the 
French delegate and the French Minister of 
Finance, avowed that France was anxiously 
awaiting the time when she could return to 
the unrestricted coinage of silver. Austro- 
Hungary, Russia, italy, Greece, indeed all 
the Powers except little Switzerland and 
Belgium, would have followed France ia 
such an agreement, so that the inconsequen- 
tial result of the Conference may be blamed 
upon the absence Germany and the in- 
fluence of Great Britain. 

Time will show whether Germany and 
England can maintain tneir selfish policy of 
a gold standard for themselves with a silver 
or donble standard for all other nations. 
Germany entered upon this policy under 
peculiar conditions. The French indemnity 
had flooded Germany with specie, and the 
superabundance for the time being, which 
led to over-speculation and panic, seemed to 
indicate that the natural supply of gold 
alone would be enough for the wants of 
Germany. But the German Government has 
already found the task of buying up the 
silver a much larger contract than it ex- 
pected, and has shown signs of weakening 
by increasing the limit of subsidiary silver 
per capita by 50 per cent. The balance of 
trade is against Germany, and when the 
surplus silver shall have been exhausted a 
drain will begin on Germany's gold. This 
may bring about a change of heart. Great 
Britain’s experience is apt to be of the same 
kind, though it may not be induced to abandon 
its selfish policy till the general demonetiza- 


| fon of silver shall become more menacing, 


midst that he may commune with the honest 


and threaten even the trade and perhaps the 
very taxes of India. 

The result of this International Monetary 
Conference should not be ignored by Amer 
ican legislation. The lesson it teaches is 
that the United States, for the present and 
with reference to the future, should abide by 
the system of restricted coinage of silver 
already agreed upon. It was by this means 
that France and the other States of the Latin 
Union protected their silver circulation while 
Germany was exporting silver by the mill- 
ions. We shall find one advantage 
for the time being in the same pol- 
icy. At the present ratio of American 
exports to American imports—showing an 
annual excess of $250,000,000 of the former— 
it will require but another year to wipe out 
American indebtedness to foreign countries. 
Even before that time England and Ger- 
many, not willing to part with all their 
American securities, will be compelled to pay 
their balances in gold, if restricted silver 
coinage be maintained; we will take their 
silver only as bullion and at their own gold 
rates. It is safe to predict that they will 
tire of this arrangement, and it will not be 
strange if the next proposition for a mone- 
tary conference, with a special view to an in- 
ternational agreement about the use of silver 
as money, shall come from one of the two 
nations that have been chiefly instrumental 
in defeating the purpose of the Conference 
just concluded. 

There is only one more observation that 
remains to be made about this Silver Confer- 
ence. The result will encourage the gold 
organs to further misreprésentation of the 
real issue. We already notice such a dispo- 
sition. The Boston Advertiser, in a recent 
article on the subject, speaks of the attitude 
of France as governed by the desire to pro- 
tect a vast mass of already depreciated 
five-franc pieces in circulation at home,” 
though it is well-known that not a single 
five-franc piece in circulation in France is 
depreciated. The aim of the gold organs 
will be to use the result of the Conference as 
an argument that the United States should 
yield to what they will denominate the in- 
evitable demonetization of silver.” But the 
result of the Conference indicates no such 
thing. It has bronght out an admission 
that universal demonetization of silver 
will be a disaster. That is an important 
concession, and it only remains for the 
United States to protect itself by a system 
of restricted silver coinage until there shall 
be an international agreement in accord with 
„this concession. We can conceive that, un- 
der the circumstances, the adoption of the 
single silver standard in this country (which 
a free, unlimited, and unrestricted coinage 
would now bring about) would materially 
help the gold countries out of-the embar- 
rassment that threatens them ; but the adop- 
tion of the single gold standard would be to 
share their embarrassment. The policy of 
the United States should be, like that of 
France, to maintain the double standard by 
restricting silver coinage till international 
agreement on a ratio and the maintenance of 
the double standard shall be reached. The 
admission of the recent Conference, that it 
is desirable to maintain the money use of 
silver, renders such an international agree- 
ment merely a question of time. 


THE LONDON TIMES ON RECIPROCITY IN 
AMERICA. 


Secretary Evarts, it must be acknowledged, 
attends faithfully and successfully to the 
commercial responsibilities of the Depart- 
ment of State. His system of Consular re- 
ports has been a mine of information to the 
‘merchants and manufacturers of this coun- 
try. The latest move of the Secretary has 
been to bring the question of reciprocity 
with Canada before the English and Cana- 
dians in a shape they are not able to ignore. 
A correspondence has been opened with the 
British Foreign Office for the settiement of 
the Halifax Fishenes award, with the real 
object, it is said, of bringing forward the 
negotiation of a new reciprocity treaty. 
The London press have taken to discussing 
the subject in editorials of learned length 
and thundering sound. The Toronto Globe, 
of Avg. 28, contains in full the 
article of the London Times. The Times 
reaches the heart of the thing in saying: 
The opening up of the widespread market 
of the States would doubtless be a great 
advantage to producers in Canada”; and 
hat we know with certainty,” says the 
Times, is that the abolition of a customs 
line between Canada and the States would be 
an excellent thing for both countries.” These 
admissions are encased in a multitude of hos- 
tile ifs, but there is not much virtue in these 
ifs. When the people of the United States 
and Canada become satisfied thai their sepa- 
rate interests and their mutual interests will 
be furthered most by full and free reciproc- 
ity, a way will easily be found to obtain it. 
The obstacles and objections cited by the 
British papers will diseppear or be made to 
disappear. Theanxiety of the Canadians that 
the recent reciprocity treaty should be renewed 
was a proof of their appreciation of the 
benefits of extended commercial relations 
with the United States. The people of 
this country opposed the renewal of that 
treaty, not because they were indifferent 
to the benefits of Canadian trade, but be- 
cause they had got tired of a reciprocity 
treaty in which the reciprocity clauses had 
been omitted. If the Canadians want reci- 
procity they must give reciprocity. When 
they put themselves in that fair attitude, 
they will be fully met by the people of the 
United States. England cannot help her. 
self when the Canadians have made up their 
minds to act on the principle that “the 
opening of the widespread market of the 
States would be a great advantage to pro- 
ducers in Canada.” England cannot keep 
the two countries apart when they have re- 
solved that the abolition of the customs. 
line between Canada and the States 
would be a great advantage do both.” 
When the public opinion of the two coun- 
tries has reached that intelligent develop- 
ment it will move toward a customs-union 
as certainly as the magnetic needle turns 
northward. The objection that Canada, as a 
dependency of Great Britain, cannot give 
the United States an advantage that is not 
given to other nations to whom Great Britain 
is bound by the most-favored-nation 
clause,” will hold only so long as the 
Dominion Provinces and the United States 
cannot agree. When, perceiving their great 
mutual advantage, they have agreed on com- 
plete reciprocity, it will be pointed out by 
the Canadians to the Home Govern- 
ment that they are no more bound by 
British foreign treaties, in making 
which they have no part, than the 
early American colonists were bound by 
taxation without representation. The point, 
too, was abandoned when the Canadians 
were allowed to indulge in the late reciproc- 
ity treaty, making with this country all 
kinds of special arrahgements in which 
France, Germany, and other favored na- 
tions were not included. 


An adjustment of the differences between 


Canadian and American internal-revenue 
taxes and Canadian and American tariff 
duties can be achieved, if it is wanted. The 
Times asks if the Washington Government 
has thought that if Canada and the States 
are to be fused for trade purposes they must 
have a common postal system.” Inasmuch 
as the two countries already have a common 
postal system, the Washington Government 
has not probably laid awake nights over that 
obstacle to reciprocity. 

Going over the ground laboriously tra- 
versed by the Times in its arguments that 
Canada is bound by trade treaties Great 
Britain makes with foreign countries without 
her consent, and that the excise duties on 
beer and whisky and tariffs of Canada and 
the United States cannot be harmonized, it 
is easy to see that the London Times has 
given away its case in admitting that reci- 
procity would be an excellent thing for 
both countries.” That is true, and, as it is 
true, reciprocity sooner or later must come, 
simply because it will be to the mutual ad- 
vantage of both countries. We are willing to 
admit that mutual concessions must be 
made. The American tariff and internal- 
revenue system, as well as the Canadian 
tariff and internal-revenue system, must be 
modified to meet on a common ground. 
But when the Americans and Canadians 
make up their minds that they must have 
full reciprocity, it will astonish the London 
Times how quickly all the obstructions which 
it so laboriously conjures up will melt away 
and disappear. 


HENDRICKS COMMITTED TO RESUMPTION. 

It has generally been supposed that Gov. 
HENDRICKS would be the most conspic- 
uous candidate for the Presidential nom- 
ination before the next Democratic 
Convention, but recent events, and notably 
the complete flop of Senator TuurmaN, have 
materially diminished the chances of the 
Indiana man. Perhaps some people will 
remember that Hrenpricxs, having failed to 
secure the nomination for President from 
the Democratic Convention of 1876, ac- 
cepted the second place on the ticket when 
the Trop Convention threw it to him. 
The financial mood of the Democratic party 
at that time was expressed in the following 
resolutions : 


We denounce the failure for all these eleven 
ears of peace to make good the promise of the 
egal-tender notes, which are a changing standard 
of value in the hands of the people, and the non- 
payment of which is a disregardof the plighted 
faith of the nation. 

We denounce the financial imbecility and immo- 
rality of that party, which, during eleven years of 
peace, has made noadvance toward specie-resump- 
tion, no preparation for resumption, but instead 
has obstracted resumption. 


Mr. Henpricks took the key from this, and, 
in accepting the somewhat ungrateful task 
of playing second fiddle to Mr. Titpen, re- 
echoed the sound as follows: 

Gold and silver are the realstandard of values, 
and our national currency will not be a perfect 
medium of exchange until it shali be convertiole 
at the pleasure of the holder. The determination 
of the Democratic party on this subject has now 
been distinctly declared. There should be no hin- 
drance put in the way of d return lo specie-pay- 
ments. 

Now Henpricxs was all right in 1876; the 
trouble is that he is wrong now. Hoe agreed 
entirely withthe declarations of the De- 
mocracy then ; but, knowing the tendency of 
the Democratic party to flop, he did not ex- 
ercise as much discretion as he should, and 
expressed himself too emphatically. When 
he said that gold and silver are the stand- 
ard of values,” and that ‘‘ there must be 
no hindrances put in the way of a return to 
specie-payments,” it was well enough as a 
candidate for Vice-President in 1876, but we 
fear it is fatal to all aspirations for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination in 1880. The Democrats 
of the West and South, from whom Mr. 
Henpricks would receive the nomination, if 
it should come at all, do not now believe in 
gold and silver, and, so far from demanding 
that there shall be no hindrance put in the 
way of a return to specie-payments,” they 
demand that the law providing for resump- 
tion shall be repealed. The Democrats gen- 
erally are in favor of fiat money, pure and 
simple. In this frame of mind they will 
scarcely care to take up with a man who has 
so bluntly declared in favor of real money. 
It may be said that Mr. Henpnricks is as agile 
a man as there is in the party, and that he 
can straddle as far and flop as completely as 
Mr. TaurMaN or any other man. But the 
trouble is that Mr. Taurman took time by 
the forelock, and made up His mind to 
flop long before Henpricxs had a chance. 
We fear now that flopping won't do Hen- 
pricks any good. THurRMaN has put himself 
in complete sympathy with the ‘‘ Ohio idee,” 
and, if Henpricxs should attempt to do so, 
he would merely be taunted with arriving 
too late. It is unlike Henpricks to be 
behind in any scramble for office, but it 
looks very much as though he has been dis- 
tanced in the present race. If he hadn't 
consented to run second to Torx in 1876, 
he might be in a better position to accom- 
modate himself to the present Democratic 
exactions, for then he would not have given 
utterance to any sentiment so convicting as 
that we have quoted. If the Democrats go 
outside of Ohio to find a representative of 
the Ohio idee,” they are more likely to 
take up Voorneses than Henpricks, notwith- 
standing the latter’s capacity for straddling. 


A ROYAL BANKRUPT. 
The Khedive of Egypt has at last suc- 


cumbed to the force of circumstances and 
joined the grand caravan that proceeds to 
the pale realms of bankruptcy. His name 
does not figure in the printed list of courts ; 
his schedules are not the material for gos- 
sip; his proprietary interest in the Cleo- 
patra needles, the Pyramids, the Sphinx, 
numerous interesting ruins, the bones of 
innumerable Pharaohs, and the mummies of 
immemorial. Thebap Princesses, are not set 
down among assets of a fixed casb value; 
his name does not appear upon accommoda- 
tion paper; there is uo record to show how 
much ue Owes bis grocer, butcher, or tailor; 
still, every indication shows that he is in 
bankruptcy. He has cut his army down by 
weeding out costly parasites, and the other 
day set adrift a raft of American Brown 
Pashas and Smira Pashas, who were 
more Ornamental than useful. He has 
turned in his real estate,—abont 450, 
% acres, comprised in the Daira, 
upon which he owes $25,000,000, 
with interest at 10 per cent, —and there are 
numerous holders of unproductive real es- 
tate in Chicago who will sympathize with 
him as a land-holder. He has also turned 
over all his extra palaces, reserving only his 
homestead, and placed the most of his reve- 
nues at the disposal of his creditors. 
France and England accordingly have 
formed a syndicate to administer upon his 
affairs, and the first step of the syndicate 
has been the appointment of Nena Pasha 
as President of the Council, and Mr. Rrvers 
WIe as Minister of Finance. In reality, 
Nosar Pasha is Khedive and Mr. Wizson 
Receiver. 

The Khedive has made a royal failure. 
His own personal indebtedness, although he 
had several millions of revenue, is nearly 
$70,000,000, and upon the top of this his 
country has a debt of nearly $400,000,000, 


He had a very irresponsible way of going 
to the Jews and borrowing money whenever 
he wanted it and paying any interest they 
might ask, and as he was always in want of 
money his visits to the Jews were not like 
those of the angels. One little item 
of his expenses was $87,500,000, which 
he sunk in the swamps of the 25 
Canal. He was an esthetic spendthrift. In 
order to cope with the European sovereigns 
he built himself a magnificent opera-house, 
and ordered the composers to write operas 
for him. One of these commissions gave 
Verp1 $100,000 for Aida.” He paid $45,000 
for a woman because she happened to be 
pretty. This will at once be condemned as 
a most reckless investment by any student 
of domestic finance. As a rule, lovely woman 
is apt to be an expensive investment when 
there is no other outlay than the customary 
marriage-fee. Wiat the expense of a $45,000 
charming creature must be can be faint!y 
imagined. The gay Khedive also kept open 
house for all the opera people, the opera- 
bouffe goddesses, and grand ladies from 
abroad, and gave them magnificent dinners 
without caring the snap of his finger for the 
expense. The moment he got to the bottom 
of his pile he could mortgage a few Pharaohs 
or pass overa Pyramid as collateral, and 
thus at the revel of the Nile he was thcre all 
the while. 

The Khedive, however, is now as flat as a 
door-nail. The syndicate has him in its 
clutches. His bondholders are watching all 
his comings in and goings out. His credit is 
of no account. His note of hand would be 
regarded as a pleasant fiction in any bank. 
He has nothing more to spout among the 
royal pawnbrokers. There are no more 
#45,000 women and $100,000 operas for him, 
and, if ever the Sheriff sells him out, 
these and other luxuries may be bought 
cheap. Financially, he is of no more ac- 
count than the mummy who took in washing 
in Thebes twenty-five centuries ago. As he 
has got down to hard-pan, he will probably 
have to live hereafter very economically, 
give up the good times and jamborees with 
the festive prima donnas, discharge his herds 
of eunuchs and flocks of dancing girls, set 
his mistresses adrift, and support his own 
family, if he has one. With that optimism 
which is peculiar to Egyptian philosophy, he 
will console himself, however, with the re- 
flection that it might be worse, and not re- 
gret the good times he has had. 


GREENBACKS AND FIAT. 

Prof. Storey undertakes to describe a 
similarity between greenbacks and the pro- 
posed fiat, and arrives at the conclusion that 
they are in all essentials the same. He 
Bays: 

The Republican party chiefs issued a piece of 
paper, representing not worth but the absence of 
worth, and by a flat of the war power made them 
legal-tender for the purposes of money. They 
were styled ‘‘ilawful money, but they were not 
real money. They were made money only by the 
fiat of the war power. The flatists now propose 
to exercise again the war power which the Repub- 
lican daddies of the flat greenback exercixed in 
1862, by issuing more flat money. The Repub- 
tican press and orators’’ only say to this 
proposition: No; let us not use the war 
power to issue more flat money, but let us use 
the war power to reissue and keep up the supply 
of nat money to the full amount already issued. 
This is no opposition to the tiatist project of using 
the war power to make flat money; it is only op- 
position to using it so extensively as the flatists 
think they would like. It makes no issue between 
the Repuolican party and the Fiat party upon the 
principle at the foundation of the flat-money 
scheme. It only raises a question as to the amount 
of the flat money which the war power shail issue 
and keep in circulation. It is only the old question 
of inflating or not inflating the volume of fiat 
money bvthe war power. Between the Republican 
party spokesmen and the Fiat-money spokesmen, 
there is no other question in Controversy. 


The question in controversy between the 
Republican spokesmen and the Fiat spokes- 
men is a very great one: it would be difficult 
to imagine a greater. It is the difference be- 
tween gold and gas; between actual values 
and fiction. The professor of the Times 
professes to see no distinction of aim or fact, 
but there are none so blind as those who re- 
fuse to see. 

Most people suppose there is an essentia! 
difference between issuing legal-tender notes 
in time of war under the war power, and is- 
suing fiat scrip in time of peace without an) 
war-power authority. 

Most people find it impossible to compre- 
hend how a war power” can be employed 
in time of peace to perform an act which is 
unconstitutional if done in time of peace. 

If fiat scrip can be issued and made a 
legal-tender in time of peace, then it was 
not necessary to invoke the war power to 
issue legal-tender paper. 

For the purpose of saving the Union and 
the Constitution from destruction, Congress 
issued 400 millions of forced notes and -de- 
clared them legal-tender, and at the sam 
time made a solemn promise to the public 
creditors and the people that the non-inter-. 
est legal-tender notes should not exceed the 
limit named, except by 50 millions for tem 
porary purposes, which were to be and wer: 
speedily retired, 

Congress issued those legal-tenders in the 
form of promises to pay to the bearer “ dol- 
lars, meaning coin money. It was impossi- 
ble to redeem the note while the War pro- 
gressed, and therefore no day certain wa» 
tixed for their redemption, but good faith re- 
quired that it be done as soon as practicable. 

An act was passed by Congress, March 18, 
1869, which reads: And the United State. 
also solemnly pledges its faith to make pro- 
vision at the earliest possible period for th: 
redemption of the United States note: 
(greenbacks) in coin.” On the 14th of Janu- 
ary, 1875, another act was passed that On 
and after the Ist day of January, i879, the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall redeem it 
coin the United States legal-tender notes 
then outstanding, on their presentation for 
redemption at the office of the Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States in the City of 
New York, in sums of not less than 850.“ 

Such is the character and limit of the war 
notes issued by the Republicans. But the 
Fiat party have another kind of money in 
view. They propose to issue unlimited 
quantities of fiat scrip, never to be redeemed, 
never to promise redemption. The scrip is 
not to be of the nature of notes at all. 
Notes are promises to pay money. ‘The fiat- 
ists call their scrip money itself that needs 
no redemption any more than a gold dollar. 
It is not to be issued only in time of war or 
by virtue of any war power of Congress, 
but in time of peace, regardless of the Con- 
stitution or the decrees of the Supreme 
Court, and without any other limit as to 
quantity than the discretion of the flat demo- 
gogues who may be running for Congress and 
fishing for popularity among the Communistic 
rabble, who will be brawling for more 
fat” as long as it is worth a cent a ream. 

The difference between greenbacks and 
fiat is as wide asunder as the polea The 
one is equivalent to cash; the other of 
chimera. The one is redeemable in real 
money; the other not even in moonbeams. 


It is comforting to know that Mr. Hewirt’s 
Committee occasionally gets hold of a witness 
that is not a natural-born fool. Thus far the 
idiots have outnumbered the practical men of 
sense, but the other day Mr. Cuaries H. Man- 
SHALL, chief owner of the Black Ball line of 
packets, gave in bis testimony some ideas con- 
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cerning the decay of American shipping. Here 
is an extract: 


Mr. Hewitt—Is not the lesson of our shipping 
experience that if the whole thing were thrown 
open our products would be taken abroad at the 
cheapest rate, and that we in return would get 
what we want at the lowest rates? A.—Yes; Iam 
a free trader. , 

Mr. tlewitt—You think our industries have been 
protected to death? A.—Yes, in a measure. 

Mr. Hewitt—Then how do you expiain the de- 
pression in England. where free trade exists? A. 
— Because the United states is now a poor custom- 
er, and does not buy. 

r. Hewitt—Now, is it not trae that our exports 
last year were greater in volume and in value than 
before? How do you explain that? A.—We are 
paying our debts. 

Mr. Hewitt—Ah, we ate our cake and are now 
paying for it? A.—Taat’s about it: as the sailors 
say, we are working a dead horse. 


When Secretary SHexMan stated that instead 
of a billion bonds being held abroad there are 
now less than three hundred millions, he showed 
that we were paying for a dead horse. We 
have sent abroad large shipments of exports, 
and got our bonds back in return. It is the 
great debt contractedin putting down the Slave- 
holders’ Rebellion that keeps us under the 
harrow. Another extract from Mr. MARSHALL’s 
testimony is worth printing: 


Mr. Hewitt—Does your capital pay at present? 
A. —No; we run it for the benefit of the laborer, I 
will let my ships go for half of 1 per cent profit. 
If we lay our ships up we lose more than we do to 
keep them afioat and running. We are iike the 
man having hold of the tiger's tuil—he will be killed 
if he holds on and it’s death to let go. Tae laborer 
has the benefit of a large capital on which he pays 
no interest whatever. - 


These ** bioated capitalists ’’ feel the depres- 
sion of business quite as much as avy other 
class of people; and, while they do not suffer 
for the necessaries ef life, they still sustain 
large losses in the way that Mr. MARSHALL 


points out.

Shippers say that to them corn is dearer now at 
e than it was at 40c a few weeks ago. They 
could then lay it down in the Britieh Isles at 23s 
6d, and now it costs 25e 6d, the difference being a 
matter of freight. The rates of freight from here 
to the seaboard are strong, and may advance 
farther, bat it is not thought probable that ocean 
freights will be bigher, as a plenty of vessels in 
Atlantic ports is looked for, —California and other 
places being now supplied with about all the ton- 
nage they are likely to want. 

It is stated by parties in the trade that the recent 
jarge movement of winter wheat was chiefly of 
grain that was sold early, when farmers were infiu- 
enced by the belief tuat there would be an abun- 
dant crop of spring wheat, and that they are 
pow es anxious to sell:; for which reason 
a smaller movement may be looked for, uniess 
prices should improve. It is notéworthy that 
winter wheat is still improving relatively, being 
yesterday at a premium of about 6c per bu over 
spring in this market. That makes the ratio of 
prices about as 16 to 15, equal to a difference of 
about one-third of a bushet of wheat to the pro- 
duction of a barre! of four of equal quality from 
both grades. It is claimed that the difference in 
actual value is even more than this when the poor 
quality of the epring wheat this year is taken into 
the account. It should be remembered. however. 
that it is scarcely fair to compare this veat's wheat 
with that of last as an average quality. The 
Spring- wheat crop of 1877 was one of unusual ex- 
cellence, and may not be equaled again in several 
yeare to come. 

The leading produce markets were rather irregu- 
lat yesterday, with a fair volume of business doing.

It is not known here what 
steps Mr. Ensign will take in the matter, but it is 
vrobable the pth of the water where the Java 
lies will first be definitely ascertained, and if found 
under the figures above given a diver or civers may 
be employed to go down and look the vessel over 
and report the chances for getting her to the sur- 
face.

TRUNK’S WESTERN 
OUTLET. 

From what can be learned, it seems to be the 
intention of the Grand Trunk managers to con- 
tinue their efforts for securing an independent 
outlet to this city, notwithstanding the offers 
made by Vanderbilt to give them a share of the 
Eastern business. They have no faith in Van- 
derbut’s promises, Knowing quite well that by 
acceding to his offer they would continue at 
his mercy. There is oo longer any doubt that 
Mr. Hickson, the General Manager of the Grand 
Trunk, nas secured the means in England 
wherewith to complete the western extension. 
The speculation that has been going on as to 
what route the Grand Trunk would select to this 
city continues, but the indications are that the 
Chicago & Lake Huron route has been definitely 
decided upon. it has transpired during the 
last few davs that the Grand Trunk has secured 
full control of the eastern portion of the Chica- 
go & Lake Huron from Port Huron to Flint. 
The portion of the road between Flint and Lan- 
sing has been gobbled by Vanderbilt. It is 
claimed by the Grand Trunk and the Lake 
Huron Railroad managers that Vanderbilt’s title 
to this road is not good, and an effort is being 
made to oust bim from its control. Should the 
decision, however, be against the Grand Trunk, 
a new parallel line will be built between Flint 
and Lansing. Surveyors are now in the field 
locating the road. From Lansing to Battie 
Creek the Lake Huron is also said to 
be controlled by the Grand Trunk. From 
Battle Creek to Valparaiso the road is controlled 
to a great extent by the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, but it is understood that the latter cor- 
poration is ready to sell out the property, it 
being of no benetit to them. From Valparaiso 
the Grand Trunk could come into this city er 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, but it is 
understood that the Grand Trunk managers do 
not mean to be bothered with any entangling 
alliances, but age Metermined to have an inde- 
pendent line all the way to this city. With this 
end in view, they mean to construct a pew line 
from Valparaiso to Thornton, a distance of 
about thirty miles, where they will strike the 
Chicago & Southern Raftroad, which is already 
owned by them, and which wil] bring them into 
this city. 


SUIT TO CAPTURE A COMPANY, 
Speciat Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Maprson, Wis., Aug. 30.—The case of the 
State ex rel. the Attorney-General vs. the Mu- 
waukee, Lake Shore & Western Railroad Com- 
pany was argued in the Supreme Court to-day, 
by ex-Chnef-Justice Dixon for the State and A. 
L. Cary forthe Railroad Company. The United 
States Rolling-Stock Company undertook to sue 
the stockholders of the Railroad Company for 
the rent and use of the rolling-stock while the 


road was in the hands of the Trustees for the 
bondholders pending foreclosure proceedings. 
The bondholders at the foreclosure sale bid in the 
road, and became the owners of all the stock 
of the Company. The claimants, seeking to sue 
them for the debt and to attach their stock, 
could find no stuck-books in this State. Infor- 
mation being made to the Attorney-General, 
this suit is brought for a forfeiture of the char- 
ter of the Railroad Company for violation of 
law in not keeping their books in this State. 
Judge Dixon argued at some length this atter- 
noon upon the construction of several statutes 
to the above end. A decision will be rendered 
in the case at the next term of court. Judge 
Dixon is reasonably confident of winning the 
case for the State.

Mr. 8. A. Bent, for some time past connected 
with the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Rail- 
road, has been appointed traveling agent of the 
Hoosac Tunnel line, with headquarters in this 
city. 

The General Freight Agents of the roads 
leading east from this city held a meeting yes- 
terday at the office of the Lake Shore & Michi- 
gan Southern Railroad and established rates to 
interior Eastern points in accordance with the 
new tariff’ published in yesterday's TRIBUNS, 
which takes effect Sept. 2. 

Work on the Canada Central Road will be 
rapidly pushed forward. The road ts to extend 
from the terminus of the Canzda Central at 
Pembroke, Ont., westward to Lake Nipissing, 
about 120 miles. It is to connect with the 
Canadian Pacific, and is intended to be the chief 
eastern outiet of that road when it is finished. 


Mr. Henry C. Wentworth, General Ticket and 
Passenger Agent of the Michigan Central Rail- 
road, who has been sojourning inthe East — 
the last two months to recuperate his impaire 
health, will returo to this city and resume the 
duties of his position on the Michigan Central 
Wednesday. It is learned that his health has 
greatly improved. 


The Chicago & Alton Railroad has paid divi- 
dends regularly for fifteen years, in spite of the 
hard times. Its interest and rentals amount to 
only $1,000,000 veariy, and its net earnings have 
not, for ten vears, fallen below $2,000,000, ex- 
cepting one year, when they were reduced to 
$1,879,000 by a single accident, said to have cost 
$250,000. Thus a surplus for dividends has re- 
mained of over $1,000,000, until last year, when 
it was $908,240, and the dividends have been 10 
per cent yearly until 1876. In that vear 8 ver 
cent was paid, and 74¢ per cent in 1877. Not- 
withstanding all the 3 competition of the 
past five vears, this road has maintained its net 
earnings with surprising regularity, the extreme 
variations in five years having been less than 10 
per cent. 


Mr. D. W. Hitchcock, General Western Pas- 
senger Agent of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad, will bid adieu to Chicago Mon- 
day, to make his headquarters hereaiter in St. 
Joseph, Mo. Mr. Hitchcock's department will 
cow prise ail the territory west of the Missouri 
Kiver to the Pacific and south to the Gulf of 
Mexico. He will be entirely independent, and 
will make bis reports direct to the Traffic Man- 
aver of the road.

His SUDDEN DEATH. 

Yesterday one of the old settlers and most prom- 
inent business men of Chicago and Illinois passed 
away. Almost every one in Chicago knew Jonn 
B. Calhoun, and all his towusmen in Hyde Park. 
where he resides, were well acquainted with him. 

The circumstances of his death were as follows: 
Owning some land on Pine street, he has lately 
been erecting some houses there. Yesterday 
morning he visited the buildings. walking from 
and to his office, on the corner of Randolph and 
Dearborn streets. Anxious to catch the noon train 
for Hyde Park, and thinking he was late. 
he ran a few blocks. which heated him 
greatly, and on arriving at the Illinois 
Central depot he took two glasses of 
ice-water. This created a pain in his chest, which 
did not lessen when he got to Hyde Park. He 
spoke to Prof. Lewis and said he was not feeling 
well, but when the Professor offered to assist him 
he grew indignantat being thought so sick. On 
arriving at bis house, on Washington avenue near 
Fifty-third street, about three blocks from the 
depot. he told his family that he wanted some tea. 
and that he did not feel well. He then sent for 
hw physician, Dr. Newkirk, who saw he was very 
pate and excited, and gave him some soothing 
medicine und left. In a short time he grew worse, 
and aga:n sent for the doctor, and, after his ar- 
rival, sat on the side of the bed talking, having 
siept the few moments the doctor was away. 
Withont thought of any such thing as a severe 
sickness, and while taking pieasantiy, he 
suddenly tarew up bis arms. jerked back 
his bead, and, with eyes rolled upand face very 
red, he anddeniy feli back insensibie. The doctor 
at once saw tnat it was a stroke of apoplexy, and 
bied him fromthe jugular vein, extracting about 
eight ouncesof blood. In a moment, however, 
he wag@dead. 

Mr. Calhoun was born in January, 1822. in 
Cornwail, Conn., aud in 1846 removed to Bridge 
port, Conn., aud entered the general office of the 
Housatonic Railroad Company, remaining there 
ei years. He then remove@to Illinois, where de 
was appointed Loca! | reasurer of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company, and in 1880 was trapeferred 
tothe Land Department. In 1566 he wae given 
charge of the Department, where he was suc- 
cessful. in 1871 he was appointed to a siHMar po- 
sition m lowa, being mace Land Commis 
sioner of the lowa Railroad Land Company, —it 
having ‘ands on the Chicago & Northwestern Kail- 
road, Sioux City & Pacific Railroad, and Dubuque 
& Sioux City Branch of the Illinois Central. There 
he bas remaived till his death 
_After coming to Chicago he lived on the North 
Side until 1874, when he moved to Hyde Park, 
where he was at once sought after by his neighbors, 
and in April, 1875, was elected Village Trustee 
for one year, which office he successfully filled, 
— the most prominent committees. He re- 
fused a re-election. He aleo served four years as @ 
member of the Board of Education of District 
No. 1. He was a member of St. Paul's Church. 
and occupied the position of Vestryman for two 


years. Mr. Calhoun leaves a family consisting of 
a wife and four children.

THE COURTS. 
AN ALLEGED GAMBLER. 

Francis Adams filed.a petition for habeas corpus 
yesterday, stating that he was arrested without 
warrant, together with a number of others, on the 
charge of being an inmate of 4 gambling house.

AVERY MOORE. 
HE HAS STRUCK OIL. 

The Daily News has succeeded in learning the 
whereabouts of Avery Moore, the defaulting Super- 
visor of the Town of West Chicago, who, it appears, 
has settled down inthe vil-regions near Sarnia, Can- 
ada. ‘The cs, with its penchant for hunting up 
escaped Chi: ago thieves, dispatched one of its re- 
porter to ascertain the refugee’s exact where- 
abouts and interview him, to use the newspaper 
phrase, For all he was worth. Arriving at Sarnia, 
he discovered the name A. Moore, Petroiia, 
Ont. im & handwriting which seemed quite 
familiar, on the page of the hotel- register 
set apart for the arrivals Aug. 3. Looking 
Still further, he came across the same name in the 
same band on the page fg July 18. The next and 
only thing to do was to visit Petrolia. To make a 
long story short, he at last found te defaulter at 
the only hotel in the piace, and, to judcge from the 
report, met with a decidedly cordial reception. 
The ex-Chicagoan is described, in the account 
which the teporter sent to the News, and which 
was puolished yesterday, as wan and broken, 
his well-woru clothes hanging close about his 
shrunken form, his beard thinned, and his 
whole appearance telling all too plainly of 
the struggle he had uncergone.” Avery appears 
to have been in a remarkably confidential mood, 
and told the reporter wnat purports to be the 
whole business. He says his troubies in Chicago 
came to a crisie on the 6th of June, a year ago. 
He had, while acting as Alderman, School in- 
Spector, and 80 on, always Opposed corruption, 
voted against steals, and, in short, been a model 
citizen and pubiic officer. But in the spring of 
1877 he was taken sick. Something was the mat- 
ter with hie heart, he thinks, and it affected his 
head, until, at times, he really had no covumand of 
himself. Losses in business, a large family, 
including an invalid daugater, to provide 
for, --al! thie worried him, preyed upon his health. 
and that, in turn, preyed upon his mind. He 
didn’t want to plead the baby act, he saidto the 
reporter, out there had been many days about that 
time when he knew he wasn't morally accountable 
for bis acts. His town accounts at last were 
$300 short. He had nothing o make them good, 
This distressed mim so that he couldn't sleep 
nichts. des so crazy, in fact, that he went on 
the Bow dof Trade and began to specuiate on an 
extravagantly large scale. To use his own words, 
he ‘*bougnt and sold like an insane man. Had 
de wanteu to play the villain, he says, he could 
have run away with $33,000 in the first part of 
1877. The inference is that he didn't in- 
tend any such thing. At last, broken in 
health and short in his town accounts, he became 
despondent, went to Pontiac, Mich. and thought 
of suicide. Then be came to himself sufficiently 
to return here and go to bed. although. as he 
says, more insane (pan Fane. 

An officer of the law came for him in the night 
time. Had he come by day he wouldnt have 
cared. but he couldn't endure the thing when it 
‘*burst upon bim in such a way. He told his 
wife he was going to get out, and, although she 
begged him not to, he dressed bimself in his 
trousers and slippers, went out into the kitchen 
and got a hat, and walked out of the back door, 
while the officer was sound asicep in the 
parlor. Avery went to a friend + 
house, whefe be staid all night, and 
the next night a carriage called for bim, and he 
was driven to the house of another friend, where 
be remained fourteen days. He wasn't #0 crazy, 
however, as not to be very much interested in 
the efforts the police were making for his apprehen- 
sion, the accodnts of which he read in the 
papers. He says he was in the hands of his law- 
yer, S. K. Dow, all this time, and thought some 
arrangement would be arrived at. At last, how- 
ever, he was advised to go to Canada. where 
he could ‘‘recuperate and awaitan adjustment 
in personal security. So he ordered a carriage one 
day, about three weeks after his arrest, drove to 
Kensington, and boarded a Michigan Central train 
for Canada. He had just taken his seat when he 
saw the Oil Inspector, whom he had known for 
years. The latter evidently thought he recognized 
the seeker after personal security. but Avery 
boidly faced him out of any such thcughts, although 
be admits that the circumstance made uim nervous 
aliday. The train divided at Detroit and he pur- 
sued the rest of hie journey in peace. He went to 
Toronto, and once to Niagara, where he accident- 
ally met the Rev. Dr. Thomas, of thiscity. But 
he tired of Toronto, and, after trying Sarnia 
awhile, and hearing of Petrolia, concluded to piay 
his experience in oil-fields for what it was worth. 
He was furnished with some money by his brothers, 
got a partner, bored taree wells, and says he is now 
making more than a living. 

And yet be ie not happy. Thoughts of the past 
come o er the visions of his dreams. He wants to 
square himself here. The amount isn't 80 
large, he says, out he is tied up in Petrolia and 
practically powerless. He is willing that the town 
officers shai! take his Chicago property at a valua- 
tion, and his notes for the balance, payable when be 
finds it convenient. If his offer is taken up, he 
says, they will stand some chance of getting their 
money. Otherwise, they are only postponing the 
day of payment, and, he adds, may put him in 
such a position that he can never make the restita- 
tion which he hones.ly desires to make. He ad- 
mits that he took $7,000, but contrasts 
bimself, very favorably no doubt in his own eyes, 
with Dave Gage, who took $500,000, and, instead 
of being forced to live in Canada, walks the streets 
of Chicago unmolested, He evidently wants to get 
back, —wants to very badly.—and announces his 
wishes thus: ‘* 1 want to live and die in Chicago; 
lam an American, and waut to remain such; 1 
want to pay. dollar for dollar, every debt I owe; I 
will de these things if they et me.

Now that these leading 
houses have been so greatly reduced, and the others 
are allowed no redress by the Committee, they 
complain, and not without just cause.

It is now, I believe, the vailing. and, I am 
confident, the correct opinion. that the poems were 
not ofiginally written compositions, but were de- 
pendent on human memory for their being handed 
Gown. The first generation of their defenders bad 
seemed to admit that transmission by memory was 
impossible; later champions alowed that trans- 
mission by manuscript had not been the first actual 
vehitle, It they were not thus placed in literal 
conflict with one another, at any rate the practical 
effect was that the adversary accepted each of the 
two separate admissions, and that a great impulse 
was given to the negative speculations. 

Mr. Gladstone believes that the poems were 
unwritten; that they were transmitted by 
memory: thatthe effect of public recitations 
Was cOnservating rather than destructive: that 
the care of the state and the internal force of 
the poems were other preservative influences; 
and that the supposition of the trustworthiness 
ot the text, while not to be accepted without 
turtller examination, is at least reasouable. 
Mr. Gladstone dwells upon the argument de- 
rived irom the unity of the plot of the Iliad, 
the force of which, we cannot help thinking, he 
has much overrated. Many good authorities 
have shown that the plot of the whole Iliad is 
tull of inconsistencies. The dead come to life, 
the cripples are healed, and the well act in the 
most contradictory manner. Thus U!yases is 
made to go to three dinner parties—fuil-tledged 
affairs, too—in one night; Piyemenes is killed 
in Book IV., but 1s the chief mourner at the fu- 
neral of his son in Book VIII.; and Teucer, 
who is desperately wounded one night, is in the 
thick of the fight the next morning. The hy- 
pothesis of a complete plot for the books treat- 
ing only of the wrath of Achilles is, cn many 
accounts, more rational than that which Mr. 
Gladstone has adopted. So with the argument 
for the common authorship of the Iliad and the 
Odyssey. On this Mr. Gladstone does not in- 
sist strenuousiy, and with good reason) It is 
simply impossible to prove, and difficu!t to be- 
lieve, that both books were writtea by one hand. 
Those who do advocate this theory are compelled 
to suppose that the author of the lliad, when he 
wrote the Odyasey, had grown old, and lost 
much of bie origina! cunning. 

Mr. Glaustone unaccuuntably slichts bis own 

t by suggesting in one place that the 
name of the author of tne liiad is not known 
to us: 

Like to Poietes the maker, or Poet, as he was 
called, by way of homage to his paramount ex- 
cellence in later times, is Homeros, the Fitter. The 
words may have been suggested dy the single pas- 
sage of the Odyssey, in waich we have the kindred 
verb, Aomeruein, used to describe the meeting to- 

of persons from a distance. There is 
probably no other instance of a name thus indis- 
putably unauthenic, whica is now so inextricably 
welded into the mind and memory of man, that 
if, by any accident, the true name could be discoy- 
ered, it would scarcely have a chance of displacing 
the fictive one. 

On the contrary, there are many such in- 
stances. De Quincey points out several, that of 
Chrysostom (the goldeu-mouthed) aud Demos- 
thenes (tue strength of the people) among oth- 
ers; but there is one more noticeable, because of 
more modern origin, than either of 
these, which Mr. Gladstone and De 

aineey have both strangely neglected, namely, 

at of Voltaire. How many persons among 
the half-educated or uneducated know that this 
name is a mere anagram; and how many others 
of greater pretensions to familiarity with lit 
erature would agree to substitute Arouet for 
Voltaire? 

Mr. Gladstone writes sensibly of the hvpothe- 
sis of Homer’s blindness, rejecting the deriva- 
tion of his name from the Greek word signify- 
ing “blind” or leading the blind,’’—an error 
which we observe Mr. Coliins has recently fallen 
into. What may be asserted with con- 
dence,” Mr. Gladstone says, is that Homer, 
if blind at all, was only blind in later 
life. For, ashe is the most objective of alt 

ts, so it is especially the imagery of sight 
which supplies bim with a chief vart of his in- 
exhaustibie resources. His sense of light, of 
form, and of motion was beyond anything vig- 
orous and prolific, and, though his perceptions 
of special color were very indeterminate, yet 
even color has supplied him with a number of 
effective touches, largely in excess of what 
other poets generally have been able to obtain 
rrom it. Mr. Gladstone’s chapters on the rela- 
tions of Homer to History, to Geography, to 
Mythology, to Ethnology, to the ethics of the 
Achaian time and to the Achaian policy leave 
little to be desired in their several 
departments. The new orthography has been 
adopted throughout this volume. It is to the un- 
instructed eve still strange to see Alas for Ajax, 
Kuklo for Cyclops, Lukourgos, Muronidones, 
Poluphemos, — „ Olumpos, Menelaos, 
Pouludamos, Odusseus, Mukerai, and Chruseis: 
but to this complexion we must all come at 
last. (New York: D. Appleton & Co. Price, 
50 cents.) 


THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 

Mr. Charles Francis Adams, Jr., has devoted 
much time to the study of raiiroads and their 
management. He has been a member of the 
Massachusetts Railway Committee from its 
organization, and has discharged his duties in 
connection with it with marked fidelity and iu- 
telligence. A discussion of the railroad prob- 
lem by him is therefore entitled to respectful 
consideration. The argument is, in substance, 


this: 

The principles of free-trade, while correct gen- 
erally, are not of unlimited application. There 
are functions of modern life, the number of which 
is continually increasing, which necessarily partake 
in their essence of the character of monopolics. 
The supplying railroad and telegraph facilities 
presents examples of these on the large scale, 
as the supplying cities and towns with water 
and gas presents examples of them 
onasmaliscale. All of these, and others which 
could be named, partake of the character of mo- 
nopolies as a fundamental condition of their de- 
velopment. Now it is found that, wherever this 
characteristic exists, the effect of competition is 
not to equalize cost or equalize production, but 
under a greater or leas degree of friction to bring 
about combination and a closer monopoly. 

As combination is a natural consequence of 
competition, and monopoly of combination, 
Mr. Adams believes in not hindering either, 
butin regulating both. He advises that com- 
bination should take place under the conditions 
of (1) Legality; (2) Publicity; and ) 
Responsibility. In other words, he 
would have the present irregular and un- 
authorized “pools” established and recog- 
nized by laws, their proccedings and accounts 
open to officers of the Government and the 
public, and responsibility for their action en- 
forced. “Through this process, and this 
process only,“ be remarks, can the railroad 
system as an organized whole be brought face 
to face with any publicand controlling force, 
whether of law or public opinion. Once let all 
the railroad companies confederate in accord 
with law. and the process through which this 
all-important confronting result would be 
brought about is apparent. . The es- 
sential features of what constitutes discrimina- 
tion and extortion would gradually be forma- 
lated into rules, and the moment that is ac- 
complished competition will work equitabiy.”’ 

The confederation of railroads is not all of 
Mr. Adams’ scheme. The supplement of this 
part of it is the establishment of a Government 
tribunal, which should confront the confeder- 
ated railroad system and make it amenable to 
public opinion. 80 far as any progress bas 
vet been made,” he remarks, “it is obviously 
in the dire tion indicated in the development of 
Government supervision, on th one side and 
the concentration of railroads to escape compe- 
tition on the other.“ Precisely at this point 
we think Mr. Adams has overshot the mark. 
Oncegrant the principle that rigid Government 
supervision of railroads is to take place, and it 
is immaterial whether confederation is permit- 
ted or not. Only let the supervision be rigid; 
let it take in the prohibition of extortion aud 
discrimination, the establishment of a uniform 
system of accounting, and the publication of 
the same; and the people will vot care whether 
one otticer or twenty registers the decrees of 
the Government. II we can surrender the prin- 
ciple of competition, and estabiish that of regu- 
lation in its place, we shall not have made a bad 
exchange. To this end combination may be 
necessary, as the patience of the people bas not 
vet been so strongly tried that they bave laid 
the strong hand -uoon the _ railroads, 
but on any other grounds combination is as 
unnecessary and as purely incidental to Wov- 
ernment covtro! as bankruptcy is. It is sur- 
prising, indeed, that so sagacious a man as Mr. 
Adams should make combination an end of 
itself, not perceiving that it is a half-way meas- 
ure, a pruvocation, a means to the end of Gor- 


ernment coutrol. 


The reasoning of Mr. Adams and those who 
agree witb him has not been without effect in 
influential cuarters.

Ove other point of Mr. Adams’ essay is open 
to serious objection. He proposes that the 
confederated railroads shall undertake a 
vigorous competition with the water-ways, 60 
that the rate established at Chicago, for in- 
stance, in consequence of water competition, 
shall modify the rates from Louwsville or 
other lands-point Eastward. In other words, 
he would have the railroads, as far as in them 
lies, counteract the natural advantages of situ- 
ation which any station may possess; and be- 
cause of those advantages distribute benefits 
equally throughout the country. This is the 
most philanthropic scheme since Don Quixote. 
It introduces a new form of competition be- 
tween railwavs as a whole and water-ways as a 
whole, with the Government somewhat in fayor 
of the former, since it would contribute organ- 
ization and control to that system. When all 
the railroads have combined to take business as 
much as possible from the lakes and canals, 
Chicago and other points similarly un 
fortunate in regard to water will proba- 
bly lose their commercial supremacy; but 
until that millennial period arrives we shall try 
to comfort ourselves by thinking that ft is in- 
conceivable such a combination should take 
place. If the worst should come, it may be 
possible to prove that competition by water- 
way is as prod‘gious an error as competition by 
railway, and that the only remedy for it is Giov- 
ernment control of every craft that floats, and 
Government supervision to make competition 
ineffectual. 

The volume in which this discussion occurs 
contains much extrapeous matter, including an 
essay on *“ The Genesis of Railruads,’’ oi no 
present value. ibe treatment of the (Granger 
epidemic is candid and able, showing that there 
were mistakes of violence on tue part of the 
Grangers, and of arrogance on the part of 
che railroad ollictals. Mr. Adams 
does not fail to perceive that the struggle was 
highiy beneficial, and that it established a great 
principie of popular rights which had been too 
long neglected. We commend tub part of the 
essay to the New York Nation, our esteemed 
contemporary,“ which has been as abusive and 
disingenuous in its treatment of the railroad 
problem as in that of the suver question.

RECENT NOVELS. 

“Saveli’s Expiation” was the first book to 
establish Henry Greviile’s fame, and logically 
it should have been translated in this country 
before ** Dasia,” Gabrielle.“ or any other of 
her later efforts. But perhaps it has not suffer- 
ed by waiting, since Mary Neal Sherwood has 
at last become the translator of it. Her success 
in dealing with Daudet bas encouraged us to 
believe that, In some respects at least, she is 
that ideal translator for whom novel-readers 
have long waited in vain. It must be said, too, 
that la is worthily expended on this book. 
Though by no means a high-class novel, nor 
even the best that “Henry Greville” has 
written, it is full of power. The chief defect 
of it, from an artiatie point of vier, is want 
of unity. It covers three generations; and, 
though the sins of the fathers 
are visited upon the children, according w 
promise in the end, we must confess to being 
tolerably indifferem when the dispensation is 
wrougbt out. The doctrine at the base of the 
novel is too fetched’ for human purposes. As 
a doctrine of moral atonement by children for 
the sins of their parents we condemn aud repu- 
diate it altogether; and asa doctrine of phys- 
ical heredity it is not even attempted to be en- 
forced. ‘Saveli had, in fact, done nothing for 
which he or his offspring deserved to suffer. 
As a serf, he had assisted in the killing of his 
master: but that master, who was almost be- 
yond imagination cruel and despicable, had 
fully merited death at his hands. He had 
committed a crime against Saveli’s be- 
trothed, for which, when fuily proved, even 
modern society is accustomed to thivk death 
without a trial not too severe a penalty. Saveli 
ought not to be called on for an expiation of 
such ap offense as he is said to have committed; 
and, as av expiation, the separation of his son 
from the granddaughter of the murdered man 
thirty years afterwards is ludicrousiy inade- 
quate. The novel will, for all this, justify a 
reading, if only as a study of Henry Greville’s 
method and style. (Philadelphia: J, B. Peter- 
son & Bros.) 

** Safar-Hadgi,”” trom the French of Prince 
Lubomirski, is the eleventh number of D. 
Appieton & Co.’s “Collection of Foreign 
Authors. Like ** Saveli’s Expiation,”’ the story 
is of Russian origin, though the scene is laid 
in Turkistan. ‘The picture oi lileand manners 
in that tar-away country which it affords 
is attractive, and the storv has some 
substantial merits of its own. Tue title might 
better be Kelieff” than Safar-Hadji,”’ for the 
plot moves about the former more than the lat 
ter. Relief is a Russiau officer, who has joined 
the army to be near the wife of a certain Gen- 
eral. This woman had promised Reliefl mar- 
riage, but jilted him when be had gone to buy 
the wedding presents. She married tor position 
and power a man much her senior, whom she 
did not loVe, and whose excess of fondness dis- 
gusts her. She discovers when thrown in daily 
companionship with Relieff after marriage that 
she still loves him, and causes him to be sent 
away on a dangerous expedition to 
free herself. He returns after many 
hardships, including imprisonment among 
the — but afterwards 
court-martialed through her iudiscretion. The 
moral is that a woman ought not to be married 
to ope manand iove another—which is as old 
at least as the laws of Moses. After all, what 
would the writers of fiction do without the ‘len 
Commandments? 

“The Goldsmith’s Wife “ is the latest num- 
ber of Appleton’s Handy-Volume series. It is 
a story ot the last century. The goldsmith is 
an ugly man who belongs to the Order of Blue 
Penitents, the avocation of which is to Lury 
beheaded criminals. The wife, who is a pretty 
little woman, carefully watched by a shrewish 
mother-in-law, is in mortal terror of the Order of 
Blue Penitents, and iu great want of sympathy 
aud affection. Spite of the close continement in 
which she was kept, she manages to travel and 
fall in love with a melaucholly bandit. Hence 
her troubles. The story is well told. Mme. 
Charles Reybaud is the author.

IMPRESSIONS OF AMERICA. 

D. Appleton & Co. have collected in one of 
their handy volumes the Rev. R. W. Dale’s 
papers on America, published originally in the 
Nineteenth Century. There were tour of these 
papers, devoted to three subjects, Society, 
Politics, and Popular Education. Each of 
them was noticed editorially in Tas Triscne 
as it appeared; and no further review of them 
in detail is necessary. As a whole, they are 
creditabie to Mr. Dale’s diligence and candor. 
An educational exercise, common in the East 
and quite rare it is to be hoped in the West, is 
thus described by Mr. Dale: 

The young ladies were asked for ‘‘ declamations;”’ 
as there was po response, they were asked for 
** quotations.”” Instantly one lady rose after an- 
other in every part of the hall, and, without leav- 
ing her place, reciteda brief passage, sometimes 
in prose, sometimes in verse. They were chiedy 
from English and Ameriean authors, but, if I re- 
member aright, a few of the quotations were 
French. On the whole, the selections were credit- 
able to the judgment and taste of the students. 
As the time for this ‘* exercise” was running out, 
two or three often stood up together. The cager- 
ness of the young ladies to quote seemed al- 
most as keen as the eagerness of henorable mem- 
bers to speak during an exciting debate in the 
House of Commons. There was not a moment's 
pause from first to last. I did not count the num- 
ber of ladies whom we heard, but I had the im- 
pression that there were between twenty and 
thirty. Then, as a matter of course, came the 
ominous formula which had now begun to sound 
—— humorous: the verson disguised under the 

attering alias of n distinguished stranger had 
by this time become accustomed to the manners of 
tue country, and was not taken unawares.

Plato 
represents them as passing their life in sleep. 
More severe still, Galen says of them that the. 
scarcely Know that they hare a soul. and are 
very far from suspecting it of being rational or 
of being endowed with mental qualities of any 
kind. This ove excess, which their way of life 
rendered pecessary to a certain extent. is the 
only one with which even their bitterest op- 
ponents could reproach athletes. Their tem 
perance, their continence, and their en 
durance are mentioned with admiration 
bv profane and sacred Writers alike. 
St. Paul teils us nat Everv man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate in all things” 
(I. Cor., x., 25). And a passage in Tertullian is 
to the same effect. An avecdote related by 
Aflian gives us a striking example of conti 
nence and of conjugal fidelity in an athlete. 
Eubatas of (rene. The famous courtesan 
Lais having seen him, became so deeply enam- 
ored that she proposed marriage to him. 
UCowilling to expose himself to her resent- 
ment and her vengeance by a refusal, he 
promised to comply with her desire after the 
celebration of the games, and took great 
care to avoid ail intercourse with 
her in the meantime. After having beeu crown- 
ed victor, not wishing to be accused of breaking 
his word to Lais. he caused ber portrait to be 
taken and set off with it to his own country, 
saying that he had thus taken ber to hiunself. 
Charmed with such fidelity, his wife caused a 
statue to be erected to him (A#liani Varie His- 
torte. I. x. c., 2). To facilitate the observance 
of the rule which enjoined cuntinence on those 
who were preparing for the public games, fre 
quent bataing was ordered, and they were

sometimes required to carry plates of lead about |

But of all the qualities required of a good 
athiete, patience and endurance were the chief. 
Phe severe tatigues which they had togo through 
were such that Seneca gives them the name of 
‘* torments.”

from the spectators, but from the opponent 
who had caused it. Lian relates of a Cre 
nwan athlete that he swallowed his own teeth, 
that his adversary might not know the effect of 
the blow he had dealt him. Dion Chrvsosto- 
mus lays peculiar stress on this incredible en- 
durance of the athietes, and pronounces it 
more worthy of admiration than victory itself. 
The athlete Melaucomas, be says, was of illus- 
irious birth; he possessed beauty, strength, 
courage, temperance, which are the greatest 
good. What is more admirable still, is not only 
that he was never beaten, but that he never suc- 
cumbed to labor, excessive beat, nor to pleas- 
ure. It is worthy of mention that the most 
severe test of endurance did not consist in 
the hard blowa_and the wounds of the actual cou- 
test, and that many an athlete, whose body was 
so thoroughly trained that he scarcely felt them, 
was unabie to bear the glaring heat of the sun. 
It seems to have been so intolerabie at the 
Olympian games, which were celebrated during 
the summer solstice, that in A‘lian an angry 
master is represented threatening to send his 
Slave. not to the mill, but to Olympia. The 
costume of the athletes was necessarily of the 
very slightest kind. Homer represents them 
dispensing with every kind of clothing except 
the girdle, which decency rendered absolutely 
indispensable. in the later times even this was 
laid aside, and the athletes appeared naked in 
the lists. According to Eustathius this was in 
consequence of an accident which happened to 
a certain Orsipous, whose scarf fell as he was 
competing in a foot-race, and threw him with 
such violence that, according to some, he was 
killed from the shock, or, at any rate, was easily 
beaten by his opponent. 

An athlete of the name of Acanthus is men- 
tioned as the firet who availed himself of the 
rmission tocompete in a state of nudity. 
t was probably for this reason that, as several 
authors inform us, women were not allowed to 
be present at the games. lu order to render 
the body more supple it was customary to 
anoint athietes, especially wrestlers, with an 
ointment to which the name of Ceroma was 
given. Lucian opens his dialogue De Gymna- 
Slis by a reference to this practice, and shows 
us the athletes in training performing tor eacn 
other the functions of Uncfores or Alipte. 
Whilst they were being anointed and rubbed 
down, the athletes were required to stiffen their 
sines with ali their might and not to draw 
the breath. This was supposed to lend 
more etticacy to the process. Such is the informa- 
tion which we gather from the writers ot antiquity 
conceroing the training of those who strove 
for the mastery. Their actual contests scarcely 
need such exhaustive details; they are so la- 
miliar to us from the writings of Homer that a 
description of them would be but littie more 
than a repetition of the games in the twenty- 
third book of the IIIlad.“ — Votes and Queries.

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 


THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION, 

The British Association met at Dublin Aug. 14. 
The first thing in order was the address of Mr. 
Spottiswoode, the new President. who is cele- 
brated as a mathematician, though onlv ap ama- 
teur; he is in active life a member of the great 
printing firm of Spottiswoode & Co. The address 
filled nine columps of the London Times in close 
print. It was pronounced by those who heard 
it one of the ablest ever delivered before the 
Association, though Huxiey, Tyndall, and others 
equally iamous have occupied the chair in turn, 
and there is no honor which English scientific men 
more covets. The subject was the relation of 
mathematics to practical affairs. Mr. Spottis- 
woode selected for examination three methods 
in respect of which mathematicians are often 
thought to bave excceded all reasonable limits 
of speculation, and to have adopted fur unknown 
purposes an unknown tongue.“ The three 
methods in question are—first, that of imaginary 
quantities; secondly, that of manifold space; 
and, thirdly, that of geometry not according to 
Euclid. After illustrating the theory ef imag- 
inary quantities, he said: 

I may perhaps be allowed te point out. in illus- 
tration of my argument, that in art unreal forms are 
frequentiy used for suggesting ideas. for convey- 
ing a meaning tor which no others seem to de 
suitable or adequate. Are not forms unknown to 
biology, situat:on= incompatibie with gravjtation. 
positions which challenge not merely tne stability 
But even the possibiinty of oqutlibrium—are not 
these the very means to which the artist often has 


Who that has ever revelled in 
of the Kenaissance, in 
the extraordinary transitions from the ani- 
mal to the vegetable, trom faunic to floral 
forme. and from those again to almost purety 
geometric curves —-who bas not felt that those im- 
aginaries have a claim to recognition very similar 
io that of their congéners in mathematics’? How is 
it that the grotesque paintings of the Middle Aves, 
the fantastic sculpture of remote nations, and even 
the rude art of the pre-historic past, tilt impress 
ys. and have an interest over and above their anti- 
quarian value, unless it be that they are symbols 
which, although hara of interpretation when taken 
alone, are yet capable, from a more comprehensive 
point of view, of leading as mentally to something 
beyond themselves, and to traths which, cithough 
reached through taem, have a reality scarcely to 
be attributea to their vutward forms’ Again, if 
we turn from art to letters, truth to nature and to 
fact is undoubtedly a characteristic of serling 
literature: and yet in the delineation of eut- 
ward nature itself, still more in that of 
feelings and affections, of the secret parts of char- 
seter and motives of conduct, it frequently hav- 
pens that the writer it driven to itmmgery, to on 
analogy, or even to a paradox, in order to give at- 
terance to that of which there is no direct counter- 
part in recognized speech. And yet which of us 
cannot find a meaning for these literary figures. an 
inward response to imaginative poetry, to social 
fetion. or even to those tales of giant and fairy- 
land written. it is supposed, only for the nursery 
or schoolroom’ But In orderthasto reanimate

Non-Euclidean geometry, or generalized con- 
ceptions of space, were shown also to have their 
mractical value: : 

The principle of representivg space of one kind 
by that of another, and ficures belonging to one by 
their cnalozues in the other, is not only recognized 
as legitimate lu pure Mathematica, but has long ago 
found tis application in cartography. in maps or 
charts, geographical positions, the contour of 
coasts, and other features velongipg in reality to 
the earta’s surface are represented oa the flat; and 
to cach mode of representation, or projection, as it 
ix called, there corresponds a special correlation 
between the spheroid and the piane. Teo this 
might perhaps be added the method of descriptive 
geometry and all similar processes in use by en- 
vineers, both military 2nd civil. 

But upon such technical points | mast not now 
dwell. It. however, as I hope, it has sufficientiy 
shown thatany of these more extended ideas en- 
Able us to combine together, and to deal with as 
one, properties aud processes which from the 
ordinary pointof view present marked distinc- 
tions, then they will have justified their own ex- 
istence: and, in using them, we shall not have 
been walking in a vain shadow nor disquieting our 
brains in vain. ‘hese extensions of mathematica! 
ideas would, however, be overwhelming if they 
were not compensated by some simplification in 
the processes actually employed. Of these aids 
to calculation I wili mention Ouly two, viz. : sym- 
metry of form and mechanical appliance, or say, 
mathematics as a fine art, and mathematics as a 
handicraft. At first. as to symmetry of form. 
There are many passages of algebra in which long 
processes of calculation at the outset seem un- 
avoidable. Results are often obtained in the first 
instance through a tangled mass of formule, where 
at best we can just make sure of Our process step 
by step, without any general survey of the patu 
which we have traversed, and still less of that 
which we have to pursue. But almost.within our 
own generation a new method has been devised to 
clear thisentangiement. More correctly speaking, 
the method is not new, for it is innerent in the 
processes of algebra itself, and instances of it, un- 
noticed perhaps or disregarded, are to be found 
cropping up throughout nearly ail mathematical 
treatises. By Lagragge, and to some extent 
also by Gauss, among the older writers, the meth; 
od of which Jam speaking was recognized as a 
principle; but besides these perhaps no others can 
be named until a period within our own recollec- 
tion. The method consists in symmetry of expres- 
sion. In algebraical formule, combinations of the 
quantities entering therein occur and recur; and 
by a suitable choice of these quantities the various 
combinations may be rendered symmetrical, and 
reduced to afew well-known types. This having 
neen done, and one such combination having been 
caiculated, the remainder, together with many of 
their results, can often be written down at once, 
without further caicalations, by simpie per- 
mutations of the letters. Symmetrical expres- 
sions. moveover, save as much time and trouble in 
reading asin writing. Instead of wading labori- 
ously throngh a series of expressions which, ai- 
tnough successively dependent, bear bo vutward 
resemblance to one another, we may read of sym- 
metrical formule of almost any length at a glance. 
A page of such formuia beeomes a picture; known 
forms are seen in definite groupings. their reiative 
positions, or perspective, as it may be called, their 
very light and shadow, convey their meaning al- 
most as much through the artistic faculty as 
throagh any conscious ratiocinative process. Few 
principles have been more suggestive of extended 
ideas or of new views and relations than that of 
which I am now speaking. 

Next as to mechanical appliances, Mr. Babbage, 
when speaking of the G:fficulty of insuring acca- 
racy in the long numerical calculations of theoreti- 
cal astronomy, remarked that the science, which 
in itself is the most accurate and certain of ail, 
had, througn these difficulties, become inaccurate 
and uncertain it some of its results. And it was, 
doubtless, some such coneideratiions as this, 
coupled with his dies ke of employing skilled labor 
where unekilled would suffice, which led him to 
the invention of ois calculating machices. The 
idea of substituting mechanical for intellectual 
power has not lain dormant; for beside the arith- 
netical machines whose name is legion (from 
Napier’s Bones, Kari Stanbope’s caicalater, to 
Schultz and Thomas’ machines now in actual ase) 
an invention hae lately been designed for even 
a more Gifficuit task. Frof. James | 
bas in fact recently constructed a machine which, 
by rmaeans of the mere friction of a disk, a cylinder, 
and a ball, is capaocle of effecting a varieiy of the 
co plicated éalcalations which occur in the bigh- 
est application of mathematics to physical prob- 
lems. By ite aid it seems tust an ansailed laborer 
ron A in a given time, — tne work of ten 
skilled mathematicians. The machine is applicable 
alike to the calculstion of tical, of magnet:c, of 
meteorulogical, and also of ail other peri- 
odic pheuemens, It will solve different cqua- 
tions of the second aca pertaps of even higher 
orders.

The elaborate paper in favor of silver curren- ,

An appendix contains vari- 
ous extracts bearing upon the silver question 
from previous essays by the same writer. 

Dr. Jobu W. Draper’s volume of “Seance 
Memoirs,“ forthcoming from the press of the 
Barpers, contams a narrative of an extensive 
series of experiments made in the University of 
New York by its author, on various chemical and 
vhysical topics, between 1830 and 1870, emefiy 
ia connection with light, radiant heat, and elec- 
tricity, and the different papers ol which the 
volume is to be composed already form a por- 
tion of our current scientific literature. 


G. B. Airy, the Royal Astronomer, writes to 
Nature concerning Prof. Watson’s revorted dis- 
cobery of an ultra-Mercurial piauet as follows:

Mr. R. A. Proctor 
reviews the evidence for che discovery of a ucw 
lunar crater. He says it is quite posaible that 
the crater may have beeu always in its present 
condition, and continues: “In any case there 
has probably been no volcanic change. Here, if 
a change has taken place at all. the floor of .a 
crater two miles in diameter, siter undergoing 
for millions of years the expansion resulting 
trom the tremendous heat of lunar midday (with 
u sun ocarly vertical) and the contraction resalt- 
ing from the fearful cold of lunar midnight, has 
at length vielded to lunar eravity, failing in 
fragments upon the sloping walls of the hollow. 
epace beneath. That changes such as this 
should from time to time—jnough iy at 
enormously long intervals—take in the 
moon’s crust, is to be expected. 80 far irom 
regarding them as incredibie or even surprising, 
we shuuld perhaps consider the real —

From Aunt Lucy, Curcaco. — 
pape on colt | . 
Nor them cruelty. nor uride invade. 
Since God and Nature them our brothers made. 

Webster says: ‘' Aservantis one who serves; 
a person employed by andther for labor; and is 
subject to his command. We areal! servapts of 
God; we are expected to serve and obey Him. 
Employes are servants of their emplovers, and are 
expected to do as they are told. 

Women and girls, hired for help in our homes, 
as cooks, chambermaids, nurses, or 
seamstresses, are expected to do what they prom- 
ise, and that which ie required of them when the 
engagement is made. Edna's letter, written a 
week or two since, seems to have called out à re- 
tort from a servant-girl, also side remarks from 
other sources. 

‘*There is good in all, and more, all good 
is a fixed fact. Llagree with one correspondent, 


who thinks it is often tne fault of the mistress. 
Many daughters are married and placed at the 
head of the house, not knowing how to superin- 
tend the affairs that make home the Sweet 
Home of wach we read and sing; they are at 
the mercy of their hired help, and it does not take 
the most ignorant long to find out that such is the 
case. Theu the servant is ready to take advantage, 
and soon has the upper hand. There ie no system, 
no management, the lady is afraid to find fault or 
express her disap robation, fearing that her cook 
Will leave, and she, not knowing how or what to 
do in such an emergency, must submit, making 
herself and every one miserable and uncomfort- 
able. ILknowa young wife whose husband was 
tired and sick of boarding. He told me he would 
s0 much enjoy a home of his own: was 
able and willing to furnish a house com- 
fortably; was fond of company. I asked 
him why then did he board? He was silent. 
asked the wife the same question. Here is her 
answer: Because I co not know anything about 
housekeeping, and would not like to have a girl 
know how ignorant lam." ** What would I doin 
such a case? I should go to housekeeping, and 
keep no girl,-—try alone. — asking my husband to 
have patience, and I would study the art of house- 
keeping carefully and economically. But husbands 
must have patience and forbeararce if they expect 
their wives to learn housekeeping after marriage. 
Eona’s indignation was caused by the fact that the 
girl in question had so little gratitude or honor. 
Sue came with the understanding thatif she would 
teach her she would remain a long time. Sue for- 
feited her word. ‘*Il commenced by paying her $2 
per week, and raised ber wages voluntarily as she 
improved. When she left me in the hottest dav in 
July with a house full ef company I was paying 
her $3 per week, and hiring a woman to wash. 
Way did she leave! Decause her brother-in-law 
had secured a place for her where she 
could get $3.50 for working for three in tamily.*’ 
1 wish to aay to Geraldine that if it took you six 
years to become a first-class cook, vou must * 
been slow to learn or had a very dismterested, | 
eilicient teacher. My Margaret (a Swede) lived 
with me from August till July —a little less than a 
year—(was home taking care. of her brother-in- 
law's wife till the baby was three months oid— you 
see her vear with me was divided into two sec- 
tions), and yet | can recommend her as a first-class 
servant, vaiaable to ber new mistress. and one to 
whom | would have willingiy paid $5a week rather 
than parted with ber, but she had secured a piace 
before she told me she wished to leave. 

I know there are manv ladies who are very severe 
with their servants, and many masters too. When 
anemploye is faithful. the employer should ap- 
previate the situation. When a lady has extra work 
caused by unforseen circumstances, a little help, 
ora present, oran extra kind word, will not go 
amiss. If aman engaged to work by the monta 
is made to labor hard frum early moramgtill almost 
midnight he deserves to be paid for extra hours. 
Hie trusts to the honor of his employer, who in 
many Cases does not know the meaning of the word, 
and works on and oa, almost into the wee sma’ 
houre,”’ faitatully hoping his labor will be appre- 
ciated. and possiDly salary ramed, —aske fora day 
of for some excursion. His master says: 
have no day ol. Why not®’ He can have. 
The servant is subject to the master, the employe 
to the employer, the maid to her mistress, bat we 
must ali be just. 

Am I my brother's keeper?” We are, decidedly. 
We must ve kind to one another. If I expect my 
servant to do extra work, I pay ber for extra labor 
If 1 hire a seamstress by the day, and circum- 
stances are euch, that I shonid like her to work an 
hour or two later, | pay her for extra hours. Why 
cannot a man, who is overworked (and never over- 
paid), anc finds the fatigue wearing him out phys- 
ically, aud often times mentally, give up his sifua- 
non and look for something iees arduous’ Because 
men do not appreciate the rasse of an interested, 
faithful, honest employe, and there are 
hundreds ready to apply; situations are scarce, 
and @ man or woman either must submit or suffer. 
The golden rule is too often forgotten. We do not 
love our neighbor as ourse:f and make sacrifices 
for the comfort of those depending upon us. 

A little forethought. system, a few good rules, 
firmness, and decision of character, will secure 
the comfort of housekeeping. If your ‘* hired 
help’ shows a wi:lingness to obey anda desire to 
learn, If she is neat and honest, you have nothing 
to fear, and you need not be afraid to praise ter 
when she deserves it and grant her many favors. 
She will be the more faithful for 1. 

i do not cease writing because wy subject is ex- 
hausted, but may intrude upon our editor's pa- 
tience, but if he is not overwhelmed I will write a 
letter vefore long and give some of the young 
housekeepers a few hints on the training ana man- 
agement of servants and some advice in regard to 
housekeeping. I think the Industrial School is 
going to be a good thing fur inexperienced house- 
keepers.

Ihave been silent from shame,—not from want 
of interest,—shame to hear the little schoo! girls 
of 14 or thereabouts talk of drawing-room 
adornments and dining-room delicacies all 80 
glibly. while I. a miadie- woman, am 80 ig- 
norunt of all such mysteries as—well, for in- 
stance, as gentlemen who have so persst- 
entiy afred their want of knowledge in a Home 
where-—are they ready welcome, my sisters? There, 
it us none Of my business. 

But when one has lived all one’s life in boaraing- 
house and restaurant, how can one talk of home 
comforts? ** Did the blind discover the stars? 

Bat now that the ladies talk of changing the sub- 
jects under discussion in The Home letters, may [ 
be permitted to suggest a new one’? Why not talk 
of the physical training of women?’ 

Do you all know how much we need to agitate 
this subdject,—to think about it, to act upon it, as 
I am sure we all will when we come to look into it? 

Both the men and women of this pushiug, har- 
rying nineteenth century are ignoring, to a lament- 
able extent, the fact that they have bodies liable 
to get out of repair. Esthetics, abstruse moral 
and social problems, speculations concerning the 
next life, au unnatural mental fever after acquired 
knowledge relating to all the ‘‘ologies” and 
‘*isms’’ so much talked of in these days, —all 
these and kindred subjects are engrossing too 
much of our time, are given too much importance. 
Speculations concerning another world are very 
fine, bat care of ourselves ip this world is a plainer 
duty. Culture of the soul and of the inteliect are 
worthy occupations, but who gave us the right to 
neglect the bodies originally fashioned im the 
image of their Creator? 

Originally“ what a deterioration. And how 
far are we responsible? Did our proud fathers and 
mothers Over-stimulate our brains by giving us too 
much schooling and too little outdoor play’ And 
are we, therefore, so delicate that our children 
must sit as still as mice jest our shattered nerves 
be shocked by their noisy play? Were we tanght 
always to look like little ladies,” and do we 
dress our children so that they could not play if 
they would, and are so uncomfortable that they 
would not if they could? 

There are two classes of women to-day who are 
in great danger,—in danger of spoiling their own 
lives for all useful, womanly purposes, and in dan- 
rer of robving themselves of the power to be or to 
— such mothere as shall give sous and daugb- 
ters worthy to be the bulwarks of the nation. 
The firet class of whom I speak are the women who 
are in health, and who, therefore, ignore the pos- 
sibility of sickness; who treat the delicate mech- 
anism of their bodies as so many iroa links, war- 
ranted never to get out of order. The second class 
are the women who are always ill; who persist, 
therefore, in building up factitious strength with 
faise stimulants; who live on nerve force, if other 
strength be gone—that terrible draft on the future 
which always bankrupts ultimately; who resort to 
every artifice to regain health except simply to aid 
Nature to make her own repaire. These women 
are guilty of worse than self-destruction. They 
are murderers of this and of the coming generation. 
Now, as this culpavle neglect of the first law of 
Nature—and Iafilrm it ie just as bad as stated—is 
the result of negligence, of inattention, of ig- 
norance, only, can we do better through The Home 
then to set all mothers taking and thinking about 
these things? 

1 do not claim to have originated these ideas; I 
only seek to promulgate them. ‘That they are be- 
fore the public already, and that a demand for 
some means of natural physical culture has already 
been made, is evidenced by the supply of such 
means springing up around as, in the shape of 
ewimming-schoois, riding-schoois, ladies’ gym- 
naslums, etc. 

indeed, it seems as if a fashion“ for physical 
training was about to be inaugurated. Let it come. 
by all means. If we get to neaven, what matter 
by whatroad? If the ladies of the next century 
should practice gymuastic exercise, as men do, to- 
day, and dress as — as there is a faint pros- 
pect they may, I should ke to be born iato this 
world again a century from now. Should not you?

At this season, when you are about chang- 
ing costumes, there will be many things you will 
never use again, —here a dress-skirt and there a 
jacket, nowa pairof shoes and then some worn 
stockings, --every one of which would be a treasure 
to some poor woman who would make of them 
comfortable garments for herself or little ones. To 
ove who has never seen the close economy of the 
thrifty, i.dustrions poor, it borders on the mar- 
velious to note the ingenious turns and twists to 
which they will resort. Ail is fish that comes to 
their net, and out of a garment most people would 
think utterly hopeless they wilt fashion a comfort- 
able suit. Mind, these are the Aru poor. There 
are hosts of them, bat there are also hosts of the 
other sort. If vou give your cast-off clothes to the 
begvars who come whining to your doors, telling 
long tales of sickness, etc., you might undoubtedly 
trace them to the pawnshop, where they are con- 
stant visitors, and fromthence to the groggery. 
where their faces are equaily familiar. Mr. 
Truesdell, of the. Chicago Relief ana Aid So- 
ciety. or Mr. O. C. Gibbs, who is even better 
known as a leader in all public charities, would tell 
you that to give to such is to increase pauperism 
and beggary. They are the kind who will not 
work, and grow lazy and insolent in proportion to 
whatis done for them. But those firet mentioned. 
who gladly work at anything to earn a penny, and 
who make that penny do the work of a dollar in 
spendthrift hands; who would rather etarve than 
beg were it not for the hungry months around 
their knees. women who sew all day on overalls 
at 00 conte per dozen, and sit up half the night 
to wash and mend that their children may be fit to 
yo to school, - these are the ones for whom we ask 
youraid. You may say you do not know any such 
peopie. Well. I do: plenty of them, and I prom- 
ise that whatever is intrusted to my care shal! be 
made to do as much good as possible, and that 
every article and every penny shall go to thuse 
whose prayers and blessings will be a rich reward 
for what you give. Early as it is, they begin to 
come to me for clothing to get the children ready 
for scheol, and to knew if I can tell them 
how to get work.

This bird is between the wren and the humming- 
bird in size, striped m the most charming manner 
with delicate lines of black and gold; but I suspect 
that | am not the attraction, as it appears to be 
busily e at plueking at the insects that hum 
and circle among the leaflets. Breakfasting, 1 
supp se, but none less a source of admiration to 
me. Unlike the birds of a larger growth that twit- 
ter in the branches overhead, or scold fretfully 
from their lofty perehdés, itis mute and noiseless 
in ita gainbols, ite whole soul centered in 
its work.

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HINTS FOR HOUSEKEEPERS. 

Orrice or tat New Lonx Cooxme Scnoon, 35 
East SEVENTEENTH STREET (UNION SQuane).—Gen. 
John Eaton, Commissioner of Education—Dean 
Sin: I venture to ask your help in an important 
educational matte? of general public interest, and 
trust you will afford me such assistance as lies in 
your power. I have been, as you are aware, en- 
gaged for the past four years in the training of 
young women and girls in domestic economy, 
numbering among my pupils many ladies of our 
wealthiest families. The results of this mstruc- 
tion have so successfully covered the local field of 
cooking in the Northeastern States that I am in 
receipt of many communications urging me to 
adapt some of my special methods to the Southern 
and Western portions of our country. In conse- 
quence of marked social changes attendant on the 
Civil War, a radical alteration is taking place in 
this domestic department. In doing this work I 
desire to combine certain rudimentary economical! 
principles with the culinary excellence of local 
dishes. In order to proceed intelligently I must 
depend largely on the kindness of persons dest 
informed in regard to the opportunities for organ- 
izing cooking schools, and upon those prepared to 
furnish the information in regard to the specialties 
of the dietary. 

In connection with this subject I venture to ap- 
ply to you. Will you please aid me in communi- 
cating with these persons in order that 1 way ask 
for information in regard to the desirabdleness of 
establishing cooking-schoola, and, second, that | 
may ask them for information touching the follow- 
ing points: 

1. Definite lists of the principal foods in local 
use, and their average market prices. 

2. Accurate recipes for the preparation of such 
materials in popular dishes. 

3. Recipes for favorite local dishes and 
names. 

4. General information bearing on the subject. 

1 shall consider such information of the gieatest 
value to me in the preparation of the work I pro- 
pose to issue, not for the use of families only, bat 
also for the guidance of instructors in cooking in 
different parts of the country.

There is, however, nothing slavish in their 
imitations of Oriental ware. While affecting an 
agreeable Orientalism, they preserve a certain iv- 
definable something that stamps them unmis- 
takably as English. It is impossible to imagine

The Doulton stoneware is the almost necessary 
complement of the oddly-fashioned cabinets and 
sideboards that fill the West-Kud dining-rooms, 
and I incline to think that the medieval furni- 
ture is a necessary condition of the adoption of 
Doulton ware. It is certainly highly 

>; its endless variety of design (vo 
two pieces are alike), and its quaint, severe 
tones, commend it to many people; but it is not 
suited te modern interiors. The exhibit is 
scattered over several paris of the section. 
Just outside the “‘ Doulton House in the Rue 
des Nations is one of the principal specimens of 
the ware shown,—a fountain some six feet high 
and as many in diameter, in spiral form, repre- 
scnling twenty-two subjects relating to water. 
In another place are four panels in terra-cotta, 
decorated with stoneware pictures illustrative 
of the Scriptures. Lastly, there is the exhibit 
proper, in Class 20, where you can see an inter- 
cating variety of vases and dishes. The colors 
c , used are dark-biues, orange. greens, 
and different shades of brown, blended and 
combined most ingeniously, and glazed. 

ARTISTIC GLASS-MAKING 
had been neglected in England for some time 
(though the exeellence of Euglish cut-giass has 
alvays been recognized). The last few years 
have been marked by an extraordinary reviyal 
of the trade. A sudden demand has sprung up 
for cosily engraved table-glast and chandeliers, 
whichthe manufacturers, although their number 
has considerably increased, can hardly satisty. 
People are asked and give as much now for a 
single decanter as they would for a valuable 
picture or a carriage-and-pair. The Webbs 
showed me au example of their work in 
the shape of an engraved glass jaz 
which is priced ai $2,250 Unless 
you were a connoisseur, able to ap- 
preciate the worth of the patient labor 
and care expended on it, vou would certainiy 
think it dear at a twentieth part of that sum. 
To the unpracticed eye, the difference between 
the first and second qualities of giass is alto- 
gether unapparent; and realy, however exquisite 
the classic figures of warriors and horses adorn- 
ing this particular jug may be, | should consider 
the man or woman who purchased it as little 
less than mad. What is the use of a $2,000 de- 
canter! No one would think of putting such 
an object within the reach of the servants, and 
yet, unless the servanta could wash it, it would 
soon be foul and unsightly. If itis to be con- 
sidered as a mere oruament, surely it should 
— been a Vase rather tnan a jug. What aim- 
ess : 
FRITTERING AWAY OF TALENT! 

There are hundreds of similar things exposed 
to view in the British section, but this is perhaps 
the most extreme instance findabie. It is a 
perversion of Art to produce such articles. The 
more beautiful and difficult the work, the great- 
er is the reason for regret. By no affectation 
of eccentricity could one persuade the world 
that one preferred a glass decanter to a Sevres 
vase,—which can be had for half the cost, and 
with ten times the beauty. A dull in a china- 
shop used to be an effective figure of speech. 
It is time we altered it to a bull in a giass- 
warehouse. You positively dread to approach 
the counter after reading the prices marked on 
some of Webb’s merchandise. 

Messrs. Webb & Son, by-the-by, are the in- 
ventors of that pretty iridescent glass. Some 
appear to imagine it came from Bohemia. This 
is a mistake. Since itsinvention most European 
makers haveimitated it more or less happily; 
but, as I have already stated, the credit of the 
discovery is due tothe Engiish house. It is 
pleasing enough for small objects,—inkstands, 
flower-holders, and the like. They employ it 
for chandeliers very largely, too; but, for mv 
part, I consider it far inferior for the purpose to 
both the ordimary cut-crystal and the colored 
Venetian glass. 

SALVIATI 
made a grand stir in art-circles when he redis- 
covered the secret of the long-lost Venetian 
manufacture. His exhibit in the Italian Court 
serves to remind us of the man we owe the love- 
ly, fragile ware to. There was some danger ot 
our forgetting it. Like most inveutors, Salviati 
had his ideas stolen or copied directiy its impor- 
tance became apparent.

DEMOCRATIC HYPOCRISY. 


False Assumption of Friendship for the 
Greenback by Democrats—Vallandigham, 
Pendleton, Voorhees, and Hendrick . 
Wright as Opponents of the Ohio Idea. 

From Our Own Correspondent, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 28.—One of the 
most remarkable exhibitions of the political 
acrobat in modern history is the zeal with which 
the Democratic leaders are maintaining that 
they are the friends and guardian of the green- 
back. To one who has watched the proceedings 
of Congréss since the outbreak of the War, the 
present assumptions of the Democratic man- 
agers furnish an illustration of an utter 
lack of moral sense. There is no 
fact more conspicuous from the beginning 
of the War until within a few vears, than the 
fact that the Democratic party and the Demo- 
cratic leaders have been the conspicuous oppo- 
nents and enemies of the Republican green- 
back. Their hostility started at the birth of 
the greenback, and has followed it until recent- 
lv, when, with indescribable eflrontery, the 
Democratic “ statesmen” change their ground 
and claim to be the best friends of the green- 
back, while their most conspicuous candidates 
for the Presidency, disregardive their own past 
and their own consistency, put themselves in 
the foremost ranks of those who advocate the 
greenback as the exclusive national currencv. 

Yet, in 1862, Pendleton and Vallandigham, of 
Ohio, and Voorhees, of Indiana, voted against 
the greenback. The only grounds upon which 
their votes were based were the supposed un- 
coustitutionality of the greenback or the un- 
holiness of the War of jhe Rebellion, It was 
not difficult to attribute both beliefs to thg 
Democratic leaders who at that time were most 
pronounced in their opposition to the greenback. 

Indeed, the Democratic Justices of the Su- 
preme Court, echoing what was the sentiment 
of their party, decided that “The legal-tender 
act is inconsistent with the spirit of the Consti- 
tution, and that it is prohibited 4! the Consti- 
tutiou.“ Unfortunately for these leaders, they 
have not been able to suppress their own record, 
as will be seen from the following extracts ot 
speeches made in Congress by Vallandigham, 
by Pendleton, and by Hendrick B. Wright, the 
paper, Democratic, Communistic demagogue of 
Penusyivania. 

PENDLETON DBNOUNCES THE onto IDEE.”’ 

Gentleman George will Gnd it difficult to re- 
lieve himseli of the following record: 

In the debate on the bill authorizing the issue 
of United States notes, Jan. 20, 1862, Mr. Pen- 
dleton said: 

1 believe that this Government has reached a 
crisis in ite history. I believe that it is approach- 
ing a period in the history of its legislation which 
may determine the question of its continuance. 
By wisdom it may overcome the evils of Secession; 
by ite great powers and resources it may de able 
to defend itself against those in arms against it; 
but I firmly beheve that it cannot maintain itself 
against the shock of tue accaomulated and mani- 
fold dangers which follow, inevitably, closely in 
the wake of an illegal, unsound, and depreciated 
Government paper currency. 

The feature of this bill which first strikes every 
thinking man, even in these days of novelties, is 
the proposition that these notes shall de made a 
legal-tender in discharge of all pecuniary obliga- 
tions, —as well those wnich have accryed in virtue 
of contracts already made, as thoee which are yet 
to accrue in pursuance of contracts which shal! 
bereinafter be made. “a 

Sir, lam sure | need only state the proposition 
to shock the mind of the legal profession ot the 
country, so thorvughly has it been imbued with 
the idea of the sanctity of the obligation of con- 
tracts by those who have taught it the beneficent 
mexime of constitutional law. ty’ 

Where, sir, does Congress get this power! 
Where is the graut to be found? One would sup- 
pose thata power like that--a power which in- 
volves the impairing of the obligations of such a 
vast clase of contracts, which proposes io disturb 
vested rights tosuch an immense extent—would 
be worthy ofa place in the express grants of the 
Constitation. 3 

{ was saviug that a power whose extent was eo 
great as this was worthy to finda place in the ex 
press grants of the Constitution. I had expected 
to hear the gentieman from New York | Mr. 
Spaulding}, in hie argument upon this subject 
yesterday, derive this power from the power to 
coin money. I am glad he did not, for I 
think that no stress of financial difficulties 
could excite the honest imagivation of any geutle- 
man. even though upon the Committee of Ways 
and Means, to such a degree that he could, even in 
its modest flights, fancy thie power involved in 
these words. Il expected to bear him to derive it 
from the power ‘* to regulate commerce. In this 
I was agreeably disappointed. I know that clause 
is the iking-horse which is made to carry about 
every Gbnceivable power which any gentleman has 
thought it desirable at any time that Congress 

; and yet I know that Mr. Webster, 


It or of any 
clause in the Constitution, such power was 
given. I know it is extremely difficult to define 
with exactitude ail the powers which Cougress may 
have by virtue of that provision; but, sir, I think 
it might be leit to any fair-minded man 
to say whether a law which provides that a 
certain note tssued by the Treasury of the United 
States shall be a legal-tender in discharge of debts 
already accrued, isa fair and legitimate exercise 
of a power to regulate the interchange of com- 
modities, and their barter and ale. 

Sir, l repudiate thie whole idea. I think it has 
no solid foundation in the Cons titutton. : 

When I come to examine the powers of the 
Constitution, according to the principies of inter- 
pretation to which | have said I adhere, I look to 
the grants of the Constitution. I find no grant of 
this power in direct terms, or, as I think, by fair 
implication. It is not an accidental omission; 
it-is not an omieston through inadvertency; It was 
intentionally left out of the ConFtitution, because 
it was designed that the power should not reside 
in the Federal Government. 

Prior to the adoption of the Conatitution, the 
States had nearly all—perbaps all omitted paper 
money. and made it a legal- tender in the payment 
of debts. It was designed originally to forbid to 
the States the exercise of that power, and to 
delegate to the Federal Government: and, accord- 
ingly, the first draft of the Constitution reported 
by the Committee of Revision contained a clause 
prohibiting the power to the States, and anotticr 
clause granting to the Federal Governmont the 
right to borrow money and emit bills on the 
credit of the United States.” 5 

And Mr. G'houn, in his speech on the bill au- 
thorizing the issue of Treasury notes, in 1837. 
aseumes as indisputadle that Congress possesses 
no euch power (3 Calhoun’s Works, p. 102). 

Sir, it seems to me that, if the lanvuage of the 
Constitution and the weight of authority can settle 
any proposition, it is that Congress has not the 
power to do that which itis proposed shall be done 
bv the provisions of this bill. 

Now, sir, the argument which I have made in 
reference to the constitational power of Conyress 
does not depend in any degree apon the question 
whether or aot these notes can maintain their par 
value in gold and iwer 

I doubt whether there is any power in the Fed- 
eral Government to iesue the notes described in 
this bill. whether thev are made legal-tender or not. 
I have ehown to you that the power to emit bilis 
of eredit was expresely withheld by the Conven- 
tion which framed the Constitution 

But, even if I believe this bill to be constitution- 
alin both asvects, I vet see endhgh in it to merit, 
as [ think, tke nearty condemnation of the House. 
It provides that these notes shall be redeemable 
only at the pleasure of the United States. i 

The wit of man has never discovered a means by 
which paper currency can be kept at par value. ex- 
cheap. certain convertibility 
into gold and silver. lIneed not cite genilemen 
to history or to authorities—writers on political 
economy—to vroveit. Unless convertible, they 
have always depreciated: they always wili de- 
preciate: they Ought to depreciate, because they 
are only valuable asthe representatives of gold 
and silver: and, if they are not convertible into 
that of which they are the representatives, they 
must necessarily lose their value. You send these 
notes out in the world stamped with irredeem- 
adility. You pat on them the mark ot Cain: and. 
like Cain, they will go forth to the vagavonds and 
fugitives on the earto. What, then, will be the 
consequence It requires no prophet to tell what 
will be their history. The currency will be

Mr. Vallandicham's argument was of the 
same character. He said: 

The argument of ** milite 
carried quite far enongh already, without being 
now urged in behalf of the proposition so uncon- 
stitutional, disastrous, and unjust to make paper 
money a legal tender in discharge ofall debts. . . 

Sir, if it were fifty-fold as constitutional as, in 
my deliberate judgment, it is unconstitutional in let- 
ter and abhorent to the epirit and principles of that 
instrument, it could not command my support. I 
will not renew the discussion of the question of 
constitutional power to make Gove nt paper, 
or any other paper, a legal-tender in —— of 
any debts, public or vate, present or prospect- 
ive. My colleague m the First District [Mr. 
Pendleton], the other dav, with a clearness and 
force never exceed in this hall, die 
of that question forever. 
has not deen answered, pardon ‘ 
sir, it will never de. I concer in it all, 
thoroughly and totally, upon this pomt. Sir, dis- 
guise it aa you may, <hie bill is bat a forced loan 
from the people. It isan #buse and a stretch of 
power which no Government, except one either in 
the throes of revolationary tnadnese and despera- 
tien; or in the last agonies of dissolution, 
or in the midst of the most imminent danger 
of either bankruptcy or conquest and overthrow. 
and no King or .potentate, except a usurper, ever 
ventured to exert. If voluntarily submitted to. 
or by fear or power enforced, it will corrupt. dam- 
age, and debase the currency, and afflict the coun- 
try with financial! and commercial disaster and 
ruin, and shake the foundations of puplic and 
private credit for half acentury to come. But we 
shall be fortunate if it does not . a revo- 
lution, sooner or later, in our midet. In ordinary 
times, certainly not; but let us not forget that we 
are in the very crisis of @ convulsion equaled 
by but few in the history of the world, 
and where no man can reckon the course, or mo- 
mentum, or extent of any movement according to 
apy of the ordinary laws which govern human 
affairs. But, independent of all this, tried by the 

lamest principles of finance, the commonest max - 

ms of politicaleconomy, as exhibited and enforced 
in the experience of other nations, this bold but il)- 
advised and most Hazardous experiment, of forcing 
a paper currency upon the people, ought to be met 
by the representatives of the people with ananimous 
and emphaticcondemnmation. ... 

But I utterly deny, sir, the richt of the Federal 
Government to provide a paper currency intended 
primarily to circulate as money, and meet the 
demands of business and commercia) transactions, 
and to the exclusion of al! other paper. 

HENDRICK: n. WRIGHT’S RECORD. 

And now comes Hendrick B. Wright, a leader 
of the fiat-money crowd, who has to face this 
record, He said of the greenback: 

And now we are called upon, according to the 
terme of this bill, to vote to declare it to be con- 
stitutional and legal to make paper itself mone. 

Now, sir, 1 do not feel justified in going so far 
as to cast my vote for — sucR measure. I am 
well aware that the troubles which are upon us 
are of the most serious kinds of any difficulties 
which can befall a nation. I am willing to concede 
tnat even the question of our national existence is 
at stake, and perhaps there has not na more 
gloomy period since Congress assembled than we 
have upon us at this very time. ‘ 

Mr. Chairman, | am one of those who do not 
wish, in this great emergency, to resort to a sub- 
terfuge. If we have money, let us bring it into 
use. I will vote for taxation to the very utter- 
most limit. The peopie have means enough in 
their bands. As tue gentleman from Maryland 
Mr. Crisfieid) said this morning in his well-timed 
re marks, if we must resort to a thing of doubtfal 
expediency, let that resort be made as the last act 
of ibe drama. Let as not commence at the out- 
start by attempting to do, in the first place, an un- 
constitutional act; and, in the second place, by 
putting ourselves into positions which will, in my 
opinion, bring upon the country & worse ruin than 
the arms of Rebels have already brought upon it. 
if I were clear in my own mind that Congress had 
the right and power to make paper money a legal- 
tender with reference to all the transactions of 
Government, even making its application retro- 
spective as weil as prospective, I should have no 
hesitation in casting my vote in favor of this bill. 
if we are compelled ta flood the country with an 
issue which has no time for redemption, that being 
at the option of the Government, I would ciothe 
the issue with all the power which the Government 
has to give itcurrency. ... 

Tne gentleman from Obio [Mr. Pendleton]. in his 
remarks the other day, entirely exhausted this sub- 
ject. He presented it in a way that has not been 
met by gentlemen on the other side ot the ques- 
tion; and I take it upon me to gay that his arga- 
mentcannot be met. The position that he took 
was one which, according to my view of thie mat- 
ter, was invincible. Now, sir, if Congress, in its 
attempt to put this currency upon the country, 
must, m the firet place, trample on the provisions 
of the Constitution to effect that, and must. be- 
sides, ron the risk of what view the Supreme 
Court way take of the measure, I ask whether it 
is wise, prudent, and just to incur such risks and 
D 

Ieay, I lay down the principle that we are to 
conform our action to the Constitution of the coun- 
try as it is; and I call upon gentlemen to show me 
how, when, where, and in what particular, we 
have power, under the Constitution, to make any- 
thing except gold and silver a legal-tender. I 
think, Mr. Chairman, it cannot be done. If it can 
be done, thea Courts, members of Conventions. 
and the statesmen who have gone before us, have 
committed an egregious error, and we are coming 
nuw to perform the solemn act of condemning 
their judgment, and of setting all their precedents 
atdefiance. ... 

Now, sir, if you or I live to see an irredeemable 
currency Of seven, eight, or nine hundred, or a 
tuousand millions of dollars, if vou please, set 
afloat upon the country, with no time fixed for their 
payment, nor place designated,-—I say, I think, if 
we live to see that day, we shall live to see that 
currency as much depreciated as was that cur- 
rency adopted in the hour of necessity by the Con- 
tinental Congress. Why, even at that period of 
time, they made their bills payable ata certain 
place, and payabie in Spanish milled dollars. 

The record might be indefinitely extended. 
There was a time when the leaders of the Dem- 
ocratic party were afraid of shame and dishonor, 
shrank from reversing their historical reputation, 
and eguid not point with pride“ to lasting 
reminifcences of their own disgrace. Those 
days are gone. From now until 1580 the Demo- 
cratic leaders have but one watchcry and but 
one policy. That policy is to be one that 

Leaves the spoils to Crittenden and me.”

Changes in Population Since 1800..Emigra- 
tion—Crops and Live-Stock. 

Reliable statistics of the history of Ireland 
during the last thirty years present some start- 
ling facts. At the beginning of the present 
century the population of that country was 
about 5,400,000. From that it increased until, 
in 1841, it was over 8,000,000, and before the 
great famine of 1846-7 it probably was 500,000 
more. The following table shows the changes 
that have taken place since 1800:

Hurst Off in the Direc- 
tion of Canada. 


An Examination of His Accounts as 
Yet Shows Nothing Wrong. 


Weauesday afternoon at about 5 o’clock a 
well-dressed man, driving in a stylish buggy be- 
bind a fast horse, came to the station at Grand 
Crossing, a few miles below the city. A young 
man named W. J. Slider was standing in the 
door of the Wiison Sewing-Machine Works, and 
him the stranger accosted, asking if he were an 
Odd-Fellow, a Free- Mason, or a married man. 
Receiving a negative answer, the mau in the 
bugey next requested the young man to 
jump in and ‘take a ride to the railroad 
depot. Slider accepted the invitation, and when 


“they reached the depot the eccentric stranger 


asked bim to go in and buy a ticket for Detroit 
anti find out when the train for that destination 
was due. These requesis were complied with, 
and Slider was presented, much to his surprise, 
with a $2 bill for his trouble. The man in the 
buggy then said that his name was S. L. Hurst, 


‘that he lived at No. 986 Michigan avenue, aud 
that he was obliged to take the train that even- 


ing for Detroit. Ile further asked his compan- 
ion to take his horse and buggy home for bim, 
saying that his wife would “make it all right.“ 

He then got out of the buggy and disappeared 
in the depot. 

Not suspecting that anything was wrong, 
Slider took the horse and buggy, and, witha 
companion, enjoyed a long drive on the boule- 
vard, and put the rig up for the nicht at a liv- 
ery-stable at Grand Crossing. In the morning, 
he and his friend, Edward Garry, drove leisure- 
ly into the city, and to the house which Hurst 
had indicated as his residence. They found 
Mrs. Hurst in a state of greatexcitement aud 
anxiety, and were considerably taken aback 
when that lady caused their arrest on the sus- 
picion of having foully dealt with her husband. 
They were locked up in the, Cottage Grove 
Avenue Station, but were subsequently re- 
leased, as the trutn of their story was proved 
dy investiga‘ion. 

_ & L. BURST, 

the man who so strangely and suddenly took 
his departure from the citv, was the origivator 
and Secretary of the Odd-Fellows’ Benevolent 
Association. For several years before and 
after the fire he was connected with tne Knick- 
erpocker Life-Insurance Company. About five 

¢ ago be conceived the plan of the Odd- 
ellows’ Association, wiffth really amounts to 

a mutual life-insurance company. When a 
member dies the other members are assessed 
$1 each for the benefit of his heirs. The 
Association was incorporated under 
the laws of Illinois June 27, 1873, 
and the first benefit, amounting 
to $522, was paid a few months later, the mem- 
bership having already increased to over 609. 
The theory of the Association is that no pre- 
miums or annuai dues are to be paid; hence 
there should never be for any length of time 
apy money in the treasury, as the bereits sre 
promptly paid as soon as the assessments are 
collect However, to pay for the necessary 
expenses of salaries, office rents, et, the 
Secretary or Treasurer is authorized to with- 
hold 20 per cent of the assessments, to be ap- 
plied to these purposes. ; 

There is an uncertainty as yet regarding the 
causes which mi¢bt have induced Hurst to lcave 
so suddenly and under such suspicious circum- 
stances. All day yesterday the officers of the 
Association devoted themselves to an examina- 
tion of his accounts, but failed to discover any 
discrepancies or deficit. A reporter called late 
in the afternoon at the office of the Association, 
No. 112 Randolph street, and found there Mr. 
A. G. Lull, the President, and Dr. F. M. Wilder, 
Medical Director. 

“THERE 18 NO LIGHT AS YET,” 
said Mr. Lull. We have worked hard all day 
over the books in the office and can lud nothing 
wrong.

There must have been retained, then, 
about $25,000 for ofiice expenses. Deducting 
$10,000 for his salary, there is left 515.000 auring 
the five years—not a large sum by avy means— 
to pay office rent, beip, ete., still enough for 
him to work withif he felt disposed to appro- 
priate auv more than his rigotful salary. He 
may also have gotten away with about $3,500 of 
the last two assessments that are now coming 
in, yet the President states that there is a large 
amount of movey on hand. It is really a mixed- 
up case so far as is vet known.

THE CAMPBELLS. 


Their Power in Argyleshire Disputed—Con- 
test for the Seat of the Marquis of Lorne 
Col. Malcolm Ventures to Oppose Lord 
Colin Campbell, and Is Defeated—The 
Power and Prestige of the MacCalium 
Mores. 


London Timee, Aug. 10. 

The seat of that county |Argyleshire| baving 
been made vacant by Lord Lorne’s acceptance 
of the Governor-Generalship of Canada, the 
suffrages of the electors are now asked by his 
younger brother, Lord Colin Campbell. Notn- 
ing could be more natural. It might have 
seemed that a son of MacCallum More had but 
to signify his wish to represent the ancestral 
county in Parliament in order to be straightway 
borne to triumph by She enthusiasm of the Clan 
Campbell. There has, indeed, been no contest 
in Argylcshire for more than fortv years. But 
a very bold man is determined to break the au- 
thority of the Campbells, even in their own 
county. His name is Col. Malcolm; be 
has been member for Boston, and, if be 
had never been heard of before, his present 
act should give him a place in the annals of 
fame. This courageous geutieman is more than a 
Conservative. At a meeting of his Liberal 
opponents he was sarcastically said to be “a 
Scotch Episcopallan of a pronounced type, an 
ardent upholder of the Bishopric of Argyle and 
the Isles, and an abettor of the vew Episcopal 
propawanda.”’’ It would not be easy to express 
a larger amount of Scotch contempt in fewer 
words. The sentence is as bitter as Dr. John- 
son’s saying that he had no wish to calumniate 
any man, but that he believed a particular per- 
son to be an attorney. Col. Malcolm and his 
friends think, nevertheless, that they can break 
tne feudal bondage of Ateyleshire, and they 
mean to doit. During these vears of Conserv- 
ative reaction they have been busily forming 
committees,—let us boldly call them secret 
societies. Thus they have fashioned one of 
those organizations of unquestioning obedience 
which, as Lord Beaconsfield told us the other 
day, are to be the strength ol the Conservative 
party. Argvlesbire is as much honeycombed 
with revolutionary agencies as the States of the 
Church were when the temporal power of the 
Pope was tottering and about to fall. All the 
Epiecopalians, the Carbonari of Scotch Con- 
servatism, are joining nauds to shake the power 
of the great Presbyterian Chief. The Conserva- 
tives rely, no doubt, on the influence of 
those smaller Argyleshire proprietors whose 
families nave for generations been overshadow- 
ed, and chilied, aud dwaried by the great pedi- 
gree, position, and power of the MacCallum 
More. ‘They must feel some such fearful pleas- 
ure in pulling down his authority as the coun- 
try-lawyers, the man of letters, and the rich 
traders of France experienced in destroying the 
monarchy by which they had been kept in the 
cold shade ol obedience. 

The more closeiy the history and the position 
of the Arevl! family are examined, the greater 
will be the admiration for the intrepidity of 
Col. Malcolm. It is not the power of an ordi- 
nary proprictor, or even of an ordinary Duke, 
that be is to ficht. He has to contend with 
something mystic, sacred, religious, patriarchal, 
feudal, Calvinistic, and Whig,—a tremendous 
stream of influence, which has run through the 
whole course ol Scotch history, and the begin- 
nings of which are lost in the mists of fable. 
Lord Macaulay thougut that he had paid avery 
high compliment to the Camppells in calling 
them the Bourbons of the Highiands;: but the 
comparison Goes injustice to the Lords of In- 
verary. lhe Bourbous nad never such a posi- 
tiou in Europe as the Campbelis have beld for 
aves iu the Highlands of Scotland. Lhe pedi- 
gree of the Cawpbelis had an advantage over 
that of the Capetsin tinding a boundless ex- 
panse, beyond the dawn of vulgar history, in 
the riches of the Celtic imagination. Their col- 
lege of heralds was composed of poets gifted 
in equal degree wita fancy and adjectives. Those 
bards would have smiled with grim meredulity 
at the idea that there had been, that there was, 
or that there could be, in Scotland or anywhere 
else in this world or any other, a greater creat- 
ed being than the MacCallum More. He was the 
sum ot finite possibility. And, in truth, the 
Chief of the Campbells was always a very great 
personage, even when measured bv something 
more akin to reality than the standards proper 
to Osslauie poetry. He ruled over a larger ter- 
ritory than any other Highland Chief, and he 
could put into the field a greater array 
of clavmores than even the combined sept 
of the Macdonalds. The lord of 3,000 or 
4,000 armed men was a great power, with whom 
ail clans, factions, and even Governments had 
to count; and bis authority was very different 
from the closely-watched tyranny of those Con- 
tinental sovereigns who vainly called themselves 
despots. Ihe Bourbons had a Bastile, it is true, 
aud that they could write out lettres-de-cachet ; 
but for ali that they were not absolute. Their 
despotism was *‘ tempered by epigrams.” But 
there was not an epigram in all the Highlands, 
and, if any ill-mannered person had brought 
such a thing from England to fling at the chief, 
the enraged clausman would have tied the bias- 
phemous wretch in a plaid and tossed him into 
the nearest loch. Nor could they compass tae 
idea that the patriarchal head of the family 
could do any wrong, for it did not occur to them 
that they had any melits. He micht have had 
Ualf-a-dozeu Bastiles, aud have issued lettres-de- 
cachet by the score, without exciting one revo- 
lutionparv murmur among his adoring subjects. 
Ita ciausman offended him, be bad no need, 
like any poor Bourbon, to wait for a slow, 
pedantic triai: he had but to hold up bis 
finger, and straighéway the stammering 
criminal was led off to receive the last 
consolutions of religion. The power of 
pic and gallows was a very grim reality in the 
Higniauds. It is true that tue use of the au- 
thority Was tempered by the patriarchal be- 
nevoience of the chief himself, who was the 
lat ner as well asthe King of his people; but 
sci his power of life and death was as nearly 
absolute as finite conditions will permit. and 
he was also much greater than any Bourbon in 
his power of deciaring war. His clansmen not 
ouly did whatever he told them to do, but be- 
lieved whatever he said. He had but to sig- 
nily that a particular chief was his enemy, and 
Lihat man was instantiv seen to be a monster of 
iniquity. He had but to say that he wanted to 
change the dynasty, and instantly the clan was 
a compact, devoted, relentiess band of rebels. 
Next day a word from him would have 
changed them with equal swiftness into sup 
porters of the reigning monarch. He could 
nave dictated even the religion which they 
should profess, so far, at least, ae to make 
them outwardly Catholics. or Protestants; out 
even mis tremendous influence could not 
that deep, tough, and highly organized 
mass of Paganism which was the basis of their 
nominal Christianity. Indeed, if they had 
ceased to be idolators, they had ceased to wor- 
ship him. He was a survival from the fetish 
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So far, the heads of the Campbells differed 
from the other Highland chiefs only in the ex- 
tent of their authority. But they were also 
distinguished by their mental gifts and their 
ecclesiastical preferences. They were noted for 
shrewdness, ambition, and success. By mar- 
riages. comvacts, and war they added to their 
territory with the skill of Hapsburgs. In time, 
when Argyleshire came within the pale ot, ei- 
iiization, and some splitters of the Decalogue 
had reached Inverary, they produced a series 
of great statesmen. They might still, however. 
have Wasted their power and their arts in petty 
intrigue ii thev had remained Roman Catholics 
and partisans of the Stuarts, like so many oth- 
ers of the Highland chiefs. But they saw fit to 
become ardent Presbyterians. Thus they also 
became the Lhe Stuarts, champions of 
Dutch Willian, and tris nds ol the tianoverian 
lamily. ihrough them, in great degree, the 

iream of English influence passed to remote 
Celtic glens: and then they had a good deal 
more to do than their descendants can care to 
remember with the rough process called the 
paciication of the Hirhlands. It was to 
luverary, that Macdonald of Giencoe 
came to take the oath of obedience 
to the Government after the legal hour 
for submission bad passed, and when the long 
fathering fury of the “Party of Order” was 
about to descend upon his people. But it was 
chiefly as the ecclesiastical and the political 
guides of the Scotch that the Arevlis were dis- 
tinguished. Two of them perished on the 
scafiold for their opposition to the House of 
Stuart. 10 run over the achievements of the 
Karis, Marquises, and Dukes of Argyll who 
have been distinguished in the feld or the 
Councii-Chamber would be to recall no slight 
part of the history of England as well as of 
Scotland. And the ability of the family is not 
extinct. The present Duke, it is no flattery to 
say, need not tear a comparison with his anves- 
tors. The fact that bis eidest son is the 80D-in- 
law of the Queen, and that he has been made 
the Governor-General of the greatest colonial 
dominion under the: Crown, will seem, perhaps, 
to all members of the clan Campbell. but a 
recognition of manifest greatness. Other High- 
land proprietors, it might be said, are mere im- 
portations from England; but the Argyiis have 
an unbroken lineage. Others ceased to be mem- 
bers of the Scotch Church when the + became Do- 
litical men; but the Duke of Argyll is still 
as much the lay bead of the Presbyteriaus as 
thut ancestor of his who was the leader of the 
Covenanters; and bis son, the present candidate 
for the county, has taken care to proclaim bis 
fidelity to the church of his fathers. The late 
Secretary of State for India, and author of “The 
Reign of Law.“ is still, in other words, the Mac-

Callum More. And it is such a personage that 
au unknown military gentleman is about to de- 
hem the Duke’s own county. Can it be that 
the power even of the Campbells, like all other 
earthly things, is passing away, and that per- 
sonal Canvassing is no substitute for the fierce 
summons of the fiery cross“ Can it be that, 
even in Argyleshire, clanship has become a myth, 
and that the MacCallum More himself is no 
match for Lord Beaconsfield's associations! If 
such is the fact, then indeed is the tide of revo- 
lution rising. But we shall wait for decisive 
signs before believing that the Bourbons of the 
Higniands are about to become as powerless as 
the Bourbons of france.

THE LABOR QUESTION. 


Witnesses from Boston—A Decided Im- 
provement in All Branches of Industry— 
Pauperism Not Increasing—Unemployed 
Labor in Massachusetts—The Boot and 
Shoe Business—Extraordinary Expansion 
of Credits—Use of Machinery. 

The session of the Hewitt Congressional La- 
bor Committee, Thursday, Aug. 29, was devoted 
to the examination of two more Massachusetts 
gentlemen,—Col. Carrol D. Wright and Mr. 
Joseph H. Walker. The Committee was repre- 
senied by Messrs. Hewitt, Thompson, and Rice. 
Col. Wright, the first witness examined, is the 
Superintendent of the Massachusetts Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, and was called to give facts re- 
lating to the condition of business and labor in 
his State. The witness said that the figures in 
his recently-published reporton the unemployed 
labor in Massachusetts showed no discrepancy 
as regards the State censtisef 1875, as had been 
charged by Mr. Moody and others before the 
Committee. Col. Wright’stigures excluded per- 
sons in the alms-houses, while Mr. Moody had 
probably judged from the incorrect standpoint 
of taking the number of all out of employment, 
whether retired merchants or paupers. The 
whole number of indoor paupers in Massachu- 
setts in 1875 was 4,340. It is impossible to get 
at the actual number receiving public aid on 
any given day. it is not true, in Col. Wright’s 
opinion, that pauperism is on the increase in 
this country. On the contrary, it is decreasing. 
Alter the panic of 1873 there was a temporary 
increase of persons asking public aid, but, in 
Massachusetts at least, the number is declining. 
From extensive inquiries in all parts of the 
country, witness had come tothe conclusion 
that there is no such distressing condition of 
allairs as some have been led to believe. A dis- 
cussion with Mr. Hewitt followed concerning 
disiress in the coal regions, which the Chairman 
thinks is notimproving. Col. Wright said he 
found quite as much difficulty in finding out 
the causes of business prosperity as in discover- 
ing the reasons of the depression. Prosperity 
cannot be gained by depleting a State’s popula- 
tion, while a redistribution of population can- 
not be forced by any means, such as sending the 
surpius to the Western lands. In Massachu- 
setts the condition of the workingman is better 
now than it has been for the past three years, 
and he thinks it is so everywhere in the United 
States. He thought that there was a decided 
improvement in all branches of industry. The 
‘overproduction “ one bears so muck about is 
more the result of the depression than its cause. 
In Massachusetts the number of manufactories 
closing is growing less and less. The manu- 
facturers are adding constantly and largely to 
their productive capacity, and loom-makers 
have now more orders than they can fill. The 
introduction of machinery has not injured the 
demand for labor in this or any other country. 
The term labor-saving machinery is a misno- 
mer, for, whilv its introduction temporarily les- 
sens the demand tor labor. in the end it increases 
it. There is no more potent element than 
machinery in improving the condition of the 
wage-earning classes. If it was taken out of 
Massachusetts, and the work done by manual 
labor, it would require a population of 9,000,000, 
and the wealth of the State would disappear in 
less than a year, and the condition of the people 
would be inflnitely worse than it now isin China 
and india. 

Continuing, the witness said: Labor never 
receives an adequate remuneration, nor is 
captal sufficiently rewarded. The majority of 
operatives in Massachusetts mills do not save 
any of their wages, and have torely upon the 
earnings of their children. This employment 
of children in mills is one of the worst phases 
of the labor question. Every time a child is 
so emploved it interferes with the wages 
the taborer should receive. When wages 
are lowered the price of food must also 
go down, or we would become a 
nation of aupers. in reply to  ques- 
tions by Mr. Hewitt, the witness said Congress 
could iegisiate in the interests of the laborer 
oniv so far as taxation is concerned. Mr. Hewitt 
asked if there was no wav outside of taxation 
by which Congress could relieve the condition 
of the working classes. Tes, said the wit- 
ness, “by adjourning. The workingman can 
often better afford to pay Congress $25,000 not 
to sit than $5,000 to sit.“ Great laughter and 
applause greeted this remark. 

Col. Wright then argued at great length that 
the currency of the country should de main- 
tained at all times at par with gold. An earnest 
adherence to the policy of resuming specie-pay- 
ment is the very best thing forthe workingman. 
Theoretically. he was in favor of an income-tax, 
but, practically, he was aware that there are 
great obstacles to the success of such a tax. 
The witness spoke for some time in favor of a 
protective tariff. The tariff should be so ad- 
justed as to admit of a world-wide competition 
when an industry could stand such competition. 
The only remedy for the present depression is 
for each individual, encouraged by the Govern- 
ment, to work out of it for himself. 

The next witness examined was Mr. J. Ii. 
Walker, the manufacturer of boots and shoes 
in Worcester, Mass., and of leather in Chicago. 
He said the volume of his business in both 
places was about $2,500,000, and he employed 
407 persons. He said he worked at the bench 
and made all bis own money. Next to agricult- 
ure the shoe trade and leather trade was consid- 
ered the largest industry. 


(.—ive us an idea of the condition of the 


shoe and leather trade now as compared with 
past years! 

A. -In 1872 there were 1,452,000 cases of boots 
and shoes shipped from Boston; in 1874 the 
shipments fell off 115,000 cases; in 1875 they 
increased 50,000 cases; in 1876 they imcreased 
72,000 cases; in ld they increased 237,000 
cases; but for the year 1878 as compared with 
1877 they. have fallen off 157.000 cases. 

Since 1873 to the present time there has been 
a loss in the sole-leather business, by shrinkage 
of values, of $6,000,000, and about the same loss 
in the boot and shoe capital. There has been 
very little money made by the manufacturers. 
In 1840 journevmen were paid a little more than 
$1 a dav for thirteen hours’ work: im 1880 the 
wages were 82 a day; and during the War they 
were about $3aday. To-day they are about $2 
a day ior ten hours’ work. The factories gen- 
erally close for two months in the year. 

The number of boots produced now by one 
man is about 124¢ per centum more than for- 
merly, and the number of shoes 20 per centum. 
There is a great deal more work put into boots 
and shoes now than formerly. Formerly 
a lady would wear a low shoe not 
above the ankle, now they want them 
much higher and with innumerable §stitch- 
ings and adornments on them. There is a 
decided increase inthe demand for the better 
class of work. The condition of the working- 
men he believed to be better to-day by 50 per cent 
than in 1840. The demand to be employed in a 
particular class of work at certain wages he be- 
lieved to be one bhundred-fold more the cause of 
to-day’s depression than the actual want of 
work. If workmen here decided to live after 
the manner of the people of Northern Italy and 
other European countries there would be no 
trouble about subsisting, but it would be a mis- 
erabie subsistence. In Worcester, Mass., in 
1840. there were but four firms in the boot and 
shoe trade, who made 12,500 cases and employ- 
ed 225 men at $1 per day, andthe value of the 
annual product was $200,000. In 1830 
there were sixteen firms in the same 
trade; all but four failed, and only two 
retired with any capital. The value 
of the boots and shoes made was $700,000, with 
650 men emploved at the average wages of $1.50 
a day. In 1860 there were twenty-one firms, 
composed of twenty-nine individuals, in the 
trade there, only one of whom was mauufac- 
turing in 1850. Of these twenty-one firms tweive 
have failed, and ouly two have cone out of bus- 
iness with any capital. “The wages were about 
$2 a day, the valuc of the goods manufactured 
was about $1,500,000, and 1,100 persons em- 
ployed. 

To-day there are twenty-one firms in the busi- 
ness in Worcester. The annual product is about 
130,000 cases. The total number of bands em- 
ployed is about 2,200, and the value of the prod- 
uct is $6,000,000. The average wages are $2.25 
for ten hours’ work. In witness’ opinion there 
was as good if not a better opportunity to-day 
for workingmen to rise to positions us ever be- 
fore. He thought that the skilled laborers and 
the manufacturers were those on whom 
the present depression fell the heaviest. 
A very small percentage of witness’ cus- 
tomers bad failed. He believed that there 
was no class of men in the community who 
worked harder than the capitalists. H« believed 


- that Government should enact laws for the pro- 


tection of the weak. The strong will take care 


mind * be employ ecessary 
means of e The opposite extremes of 
men are to-day nearer each other than ever be- 
fore, and particularly in this country. We are 
on an easy inclined plane, passing and repassing 
each other. 

.Do you think there is a deterioration in 
the moral condition of society and in commer- 
cial honesty? 

A.—There is an apparent deterioration, but, 
in my judgment, it is not real. You touched 
bottom when you had Tweed, ana I believe 
there is a vast improvement since that time. 
Witness continued: There is a large export trade 
springing up in the sole-leather business, but no 
boots and shoes ue exported. Abroad they 
work men, women, and children for half the 
wages we pay here, so that, of course, we could 
not export the boots and shoes at prices low 
enough to compete with them. Nearly all the 
machinery in use in Europe has been made in 
this country. 

If our machiney and inventions can be made 
use of instantlyin Europe, and worked by 
cheaper labor, we must protect ourselves by a 
tariff, else the European manufacturers would 
send their boots and shoes here and undersell 
us right before our Doses. 

Here a long discussion on the tariff, protec- 
tion, and free-trade ensued between the witness 
and Mr. Hewitt. 


A FRENCH MURDER. 


Another Old Woman Killed for Her Money 
—An Aged Widow Whe Lived Alone aad 
Consorted with Profligate Young Men. 

Paris Correspondence London Telegraph. 

The epidemic of murders, assassinations, and 
mutilations which has visited France during the 
last two years keeps the criminal tribunals con- 
stantly occupied. It is only a few days since 
Barre and Lebiez-were condemned to death, 
and the mystery of the Kue Polivean is now suc- 
ceeded by the crime of Neuilly. Some eight 
months ago an old widow-lady named Cremieux, 
who was 76 years of age, and resided at Neuiliv, 


| was assassinated. One of the perpetrators of 
the crime appeared before the Assize Court of 


the Seine this morning; the other, a Belgian, 
will be tried at Brussels. The former is 20 
rears of age, the latter only 16. It was on 

ec. 19 last year that Mme. Cremieux 
was found on the floor ef her room bearivg 
marks of violence. Her nose was flattened to 
her face, and a bandage tied across her mouth. 
The victim, as the act of accusation says, was 
entirely destitute of moral sense. and the assas- 
sins were addicted to the most infamous vices. 
It appears that Mme. Cremieux led a strange 
life. She refused to live with her children, and 
preferred to remain in an inexplicable solitude. 
Not that she was morose or ill-patured; on the 
contrary, she was ven fond of receiving bovs 
and young folks, and showing them her jewels 
and valuabies. Three months before the catas- 
trophe her son wrote to her, begging her once 
more to give up ber eccentric babits, which he 
feared would bring about some mishap sooner 
or later. His anticipations were soon realized, 
but the question was, Who were the murderers? 
It was evident that theft had been their object, 
and, in fact, the Pegging was found void of 
its contents, and a sum of 500 francs had 
disappeared. The police were for 
time at a loss, but at length the fact 
was ascertained that one of the assas- 
sins had received a wound in the struggle 
with the victim, which he was imprudent enough 
to have dressed at a chemist’s shop in the 
neighborhood. This gave a clue, and the two 
boys—for such they were—were tracked from 
ove lodging-house to another in Paris, where 
they did nothing but live in drunken debauch- 
erv. However, they both succeeded in crossing 
the Belgian frontier. Arrived at Brussels, they 
squandered the jewels and money of Mme. 
Cremieux until they were arrested. Desquiens 
was sent back to France, while the other— 
Hodister—was claimed by the Beigian Govern- 
ment, to be tried before the Assize Court of 
Brabant. One of the most remarkable points 
in this disgusting case is the manner in which 
the Injuries of the accused were turned to evi- 
dence against them. The body of Mme. Cre- 
mieux was exhumed, and accurate casts taken 
of her jaws. Both Hodister and Desquiens had 
wounds on their hands, which the doctors pro- 
nounced to be bites, and on applying the modei 
of the victim’s mouth it was found to corre- 
spond exactly with the scars. There was not a 
large attendance at the court this morning, ow- 
ing, probably, to the fact of it being known that 
most of the proceedings would take piace with 
closed doors. 

Desquiens, who appears alone before the 
tribunal, does not seem more than 16 or 17 
years old, although he is really 20. He does 
not at all resemble the ruffian the public bas 
generally imagined him to be. He has a ver 
fectly smooth and effeminate face, with a some- 
what prominent nose; bis hair is carefully 
parted in the middle and slightly curled. His 
dress is carefully arranged, and his hands bear no 
trace of work. He looks; m short, much like a 
city clerk who piques himself on his personal 
appearance. He belongs to an honorable family 
at Roubaix, but at the early age of 14 he was 
condemned to be imprisoned for theft, and his 
subsequent life bas been one continuous de- 
generacy, ending in the lowest depths of de- 
pravity. Alter reading the acled’ accusation, the 
Court declared the Auis clos for the examination 
of Desquiens, who persists in denying bis guilt 
with the utmost crnicism,in spite of over- 
whelming testimony against him. The exami- 
pation of witnesses will begin to-morrow.
